wspeech at the Eighty Club this evening, insist~ 

bd that it was necessary to obtain a clear state- 
ment of the Irish demands and an assurance that 

@ny proposal by the responsible Government 

Would be accepted by Mr. Parnell and his fol- 

lowers on the authority of the Irish people. It 

‘would be unjust to Mr. Gladstone not to be 

given such assurance, as the Liberal Party was 

not pledged to anything approaching home rule, 

‘Mr. Gladstone spoke for himself, not for his 

(party, though the party would consider his pro- 

posals. Lord Hartington refused to prejuage 

the Government or to force its hand in order to 
gain a premature expression of its policy. 

Lora Hartington admitted that five-sixths 

of thelIrish people demanded home rule, but 

that fact, he said, ought not to militate against 
the protection of the interests of the minority. 

The Parnellites might change the system of 

party government, but they should not be 

Bliowed to impose their will upon Parlia- 

ment unless Parliament was convinced that their 

Memand was reasonable. Mr. Gladstone’s atti- 

Rude was not inconsistent with his speeches 

Rl yearsago. His proposals were too important 

fo bedecided by one man, however eminent. 

he proposals must be subjected to the fullest 

Miscussion, He (Lord Hartington) would do 

nothing to obstruct the settlement of the Irish

PARIS BROKERS FRIGHTENED. 
4N ANARCHIST FIRES A REVOLVER IN THE 
BOURSE, 

Paris, March 5.—Peronnier, the soldier 
who by firing his revolver in the Chamber of 
Deputies forced the State to take notice of him 
and his grievance, has already had an imitator. 
‘While business was at its height this afternoon 


in the Paris Bourse a strange man in the galiery 
drew attention by making apparently aimless 
demonstrations. Subsequently he took a bottie 
containing an explosive liquid froma pocket and 
cast it down among the brokers upoa the floor of 
the Excuange, crying as he did so, ** Vive An- 
earchie!” ‘The bottle struck no one, and did 
notexplode. A sew spectators who were inter- 
rupted in their ob-ervatious by the man's con- 
duct, swore at him and asked why the police 
did not remove him. ‘he man then drew a re- 
volver and shot three times down toward 
the maiu floor. He soon had the gallery to 
himseif and continued to brandish his revolver 
and yell * Vive Avarchie!” Tremendous excite- 
ment reigned for a while inthe Exchange and 
ail business was suspended. The disturber was 
goon seized and hurried from the place, but 
none too soon, as the crowd, wheu they recoy- 
ered trom their fright, became furious and 
sought the offender with cries of * Lynch!” 
The prisoner’s name is Petrovich. He declares 
that he is an anarchist, and that his intention is 
to foliow the ** Mission of punishing capitalists 
for living by the sweat of the people.” Investi- 
ration shows that the revolver used by the pris- 


over was loaded with bullet curtridges when he } 


aired it off,und that cne ef the bullets struck 
‘and slightly wounded a man on the main floor.

DEAD ON THE WITNESS STAND.

THE STRANGE AND ROMANTIC CAREER OF 
COL, JOHN Ss. DYDE 
MONTREAL, March 5.—A tragic scene was 
Witnessed in the Court of Queen’s Bench this 
morning during the trial of John S. Dyde, of the 
firm of Eckersdorff & Dyde, for uttering forged 
notes. The trial has been going on for some 
days and has excited the keenest interest among 
business men, who look upon Dyde as almost an 
imbecile and the tool of his partner, who cleared 
out after forging = notes by the bushel and 
getting Dyde to utter them. The defense 
rests entirely on the simplicity of the junior 


partner, and Col. Dyde, K.C. M. G., father of 
the accused man, was Called to testify to his 
80n’s Jack of business ability. He had only an- 
Swered two orthree questions when, in referring 
to his son as the prisoner at the bar, he suddenly 
gasped for breath and, putting bis hand to his 
torehead, fell back dead. Dr. Mount, who was 
in court, made an examination and announced 
to Judge Ramsay that fife was extinct. The 
prisoner, who had drawn back in the dock when 
his father was called, burst into tears when he 
saw the iatter fall, but apparentiy did not 
realize the position of affairs. The Judge, who 
isa warm admirer of Co!. Dyde, made a touch- 
ing address on the noble qualities of the deceased 
gentleman and his servicestothe country. He 
then in a broken voice declared the court ad- 
journed till the afternoun, The body was re- 
moved to the Grana Jury room, to which 
the prisoner was afterward taken, and 
a heartrending scene ensued. On _ the 
guard re-entering they found him cling- 
ing to the dead body of his father, and 
it was with difficulty he was removed to the 
cells, In the afternoon the case was resumed, 
and the Judge charged the jury strongly against 
the prisoner, saying that no sensible man could 
believe but that he was guilty. The charge 
was exceedingly violent, and even cruel. The 
jury returned to court at 9 o’clock, and, being 
unable to agree upon a verdict, were locked up 
for the night. 

Col. Dyde was within a few days of 90 years of 
age aud was the oldest officer in the Canadian 
militia. He used tosay that he did uot know 
which country he owed allegiance to, as his fa- 
ther was Irish, hismother Scotch, and he was 
born in Altona, Denmark, under the French 
flag, the Frefich Army having taken the town a 
few hours before he was born. His parents bad 
formerly resided in Paris, where hisfather was 
arrested by Robespierre and shut up in the 
Bastille. He escaped and fied to Altona where 
his wife joined him, a short time before the 
French entered the town. His mother managed 
to escape from Altona to Hamburg, disguised as 
a sailor, with her child concealed in a basket of 
clothes. After some time Mr. Dyde managed to 
escape from Paris and rejoin his wife and child, 
and shortly after they reachea England. One 
of Col. Dyde’s earliest remembrances 
was of Napoleon MBonaparte, whom he 
saw during this period of his life. A 
few years saw the little family in New-York, and 
the breaking out of the warof 1812 again in- 
volved them in difficulties. Mr. Dyde would not 
sign the declaration of loyalty to the United 
States, and so was forced to leave New-York for 
Boston, where loyalty to the United States was 
not insisted upon so arbitrarily. While in 
Boston Col. Dyde saw the famous sea 
fight between the Shannon and the Chesapeake, 
when Lawrence met his fate. They then camo 
ou to Quebec, and when the Americans invaded 
Canada, Dyde shouldered a musket for the de- 
fense of the country. He was out again in the 
rebellion of 1837, at each of the Fenian raids, and 
in the Red River expedition, when Riel raised 
the first rebellion. A few years ago he was ap- 
poiuted aide-de-camp to the Queen asa — 
mark of favor. He was almost the only fullCol- | 
onel in the Canadian service and one of the most 
efficient and popular officers. He will be buried 
on Tuesday afternoon with Masonic honors.

OPPOSED TO CHINAMEN.== 
Toronto, March 5.—At a large meeting 


‘of workingmen held here to-night it was de- 


cided to petition the Dominion Government 
to increase the tax on every Chinaman who 
lands in Canada to $100, and also to discontinue 
the granting of certificates to Chinamento re- 
turn to Canada after once leaving the country. 
This action was taken at the request of the 


workingmen of British Columbia, where the 
country is being swamped with Chinamen 
and the labor market there is rapidly becom- 
ing demoralized. It was shown at a meeting 
here to-night.that Chinamen have been cheating 
Canadian Government authorities for some 
years past by their cunning manner of utilizing 
return certificates granted to them by the Do- 
minion Government. These certificates, which 
are granted in order to allow them to return to 
Canada if they wish after visiting China, have, 
in hundreds of cases been fraudulently retained 
by Chinamen who eluded the vigilance of the 
Government agents at British Columbia and 
sent the certificates back to China by mail to 
other Chinamen to enable them to secure 
free landing in tbis country. Many certificates 
have in this way been used to admit Chinamen 
to land free in Canada.

“GUITEAU’S BOOKS” NOT ACCEPTABLE 


CuicaGco, March 5.—Lawyer George Sco- 
ville was in court to-day to answer the charge of 
contempt in neglecting to pay his divorced wife, 
Guiteau’s sister. $30 alimony. Mrs. Scoville and 
Scoville’s son said the iawyer was in receipt of a 
good income. Scoville himself said that when 
the execution for the $30 was served on him by 
the Sheriff he had no money, but offered 40 
“Guiteau books.” The Sheriff, however, ap- 
peared to be chary about accepting them. 
Scoville said that his business was 
smali and uncertain, and that his re- 
ceipts for February were only $24, of 
which over half was paid to his ex-wife; for Janu- 
ary they were $154, and $63 went to her. Final- 
ly, Scoville declared that he pays nothing for 
amusements, tobacco, beer, or liquor, and could 
get along weii if it were not for his former 
wife’s constant desire to ‘“*see a lawyer” and 
rush into court, which destroys “that peace ot 
mind or equable temper which are quite essen- 
tial to the successful prosecution of legal busi- 
ness."" He was given 10 days to raise the wina, 





GARDENVILLE'S GAS WELL. 

BuF¥Fao, March 5.—The test gas well at 
the village of Gardenville, six miles east of Buf- 
falo, was torpedoed to-day with most satisfac- 
tory results. The well is 2,007 feet deep, and 
was shot about midway down in the second 
sand, though the principal gas vein is in the 
first sand. Six hundred feet of salt water was 
aboye the glycerine, and a few seconds after the 
go-devil was dropped-a column of water rose 
above the top of the derrick and fell on the crowd 
nearby. This wassucceeded by arushing sound, 
end it was evident that the flow of 
gas wasastrong one. Before the well was shot 
the flow was about 6,000 feet an hour, which was 
increased, it is estimated, to 60,000 with a pressure 
of from 100 to 200 pounds. The success of this 
experiment will undoubtedly hasten others 
whicb are now talked of at various points in and 
around Buffaio, and the territory, it is safe to 
say, will be thoroughly explored. Attention 
will be strongly turned to efforts to secure a 
supply of gas for Buffalo at home, which woulda 
be much more advantageous than piping it 80 
miles, as it is proposed to do by the Standard. 





LYNCHED FOR WIFE MURDER. 
WHEELING, West Va., March 5.—A special 
to the Register from Credv, Wayne County, says 
a report has just reached there from across the 
Virginia line that Col. V. A. Witcher, well known 
throughout the lower end of the State asa pol- 


| itician and orator, has been lynched by a mob 


for the murder of his wife. No details of the 


crime are given, but the story is plausible when 
taken in connection with facts known in Wayne 
County. Witcher was a Virginian by birth, and 
came to Wayne County at just about the out- 
break of the war. When hostilities began 
he entered the Confederate service and rose to 
the rank of Colonei, When his terin expired 
hecommanded a volunteer regiment of guerril- 
las on the Virginia and Kentucky border. The 
war ended he went to Utah, where he joined the 
Mormons, 2nd at one time had a good deal of in- 
fluence in churcn matters at Salt Lake. He re- 
turned to West Virginia about six years ago.’ 
He has been married five times, the last mar- 
riage being amatch not of the Colonel's choos- 
ing. ‘lke report has created much excitement 
n Wayne County. 





A GAME OF CARDS ENDING IN MURDER. 

AvueustaA, Ga., March 5.—News received 
from the plantation of the Hon. R. 8. Mc- 
Whorter gives the particulars of the murder of 
Jim Waller by Berry Adams. The men had 
been playing cards on a stretch for 36 hours. 
The only money in sight was a five-dollar gold 
coin, the property of Adams. At the wind-up 
Wailer claimed $4, and took up thecoin. The 
two men clinched, Adams drew a revolver and 
placing the muzzle aguinst Waller's temple, 
sent the buliet through his brain. When Waller 
fell dead Adams turned his body over and 
searched his pockets for money, but failed to 
fina any. Adams has escaped. Waller’s wife 
was the oply witness to his death.

MR. SPRINGER WANTS TO TURN 
RASCALS — THE NEW 
DEEDS—SENCTE AND PRESIDENT. 


months ago that Mr. Springer, of Illinois, was 
engaged in a very earnest effort to prevent the 
President from keeping out of office one Judge 
Vincent, who had been summarily suspended 
for distinguishing ex-Senator ‘“‘ Steve’? Dorsey 
by choosing him as a Commissioner to draw 
jurorsin New-Mexico. The President did not 
share with the suspended Judge and Mr. 
Springer the idea that the act was one 
of no consequence. He turned Mr. Spring- 
er’s man out; yet Mr. Springer now 
thinks that the President does not practice 
celerity enough in getting rid of rascals. Plain- 
ly enough he discriminates in favor of Demo- 
cratic rascals. His views were made known in 
the course of a debate this afternoon upon the 
Urgent Deficiency bill, a bill thrown rapidly to- 
gether toenable the Government to meet some 
unforeseen expenditures and containing among 
itsitems one for $251,863 to pay for the arma- 
ments of the four new cruisers now being com- 
pleted. Mr. Burnes, of Missouri, explained the 
features of the measure and gave some informa- 
tion about the guns for the new ships, a large 
proportion of them being well advanced toward 
completion, Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, one of the 
Republicans of the House who is constantly on 
the alert to make political capital of a cheap 
sort, indulged in some criticisms of the Navy 
Department for making the armament cost 
more than originally estimated. Mr. Springer, 
who evidently is not quite pleased with the re- 
jection of his negro candidate for Recorder of 
Deeds, and who hasan idea that the Navy Depart- 
ment has not been run in a proper Democratic 
fashion, talked about its being filled with men 
who are obstructing the Secretary in his work, 
and then he wanted tosay, and did say, ** that 
it the Administration was derelict in an thing, 
it was in its slowness in turning the rascals out.’ 

For that reason he desired to see unworthy offi- 
cials inhérited by Mr. Whitney from his prede- 
cessors turned out and ‘ honest ”’ Democrats 
putin. Mr. Hewitt objected plainly to the ex- 
penditure of mouey for any purpose in excess 
of appropriations, regarding such disregard of 
law as indefensible in any Administration, and 
he expressed the opinion that it was the duty of. 
every friend of the Administration to point out 
every violation of the law. The bill passed by a 
vote of 229 to 20.

By the overwhelming vote of 36 to 11 the Sen- 
ate late this afternoon finally passed the Blair 
Educational bill, which had taken up its time 
for weeks. Numerous amendments were made 
to the measure as it was originally reported, but 
its substantial features were unchanged. The 
opposition included the two Kansas Senators, 
the two Texas Senators, Mr. Cockrell of Mis- 
souri, the two Maine Senators, Mr. Gray of Del- 
aware, Mr. Harris of Tennessee, Mr. Jones of 
Nevada, and Mr. Wilson of Maryland. Mr. 
Sherman failed to answer when his name 
was called. Messrs. Evarts and Miller were 
recorded in favor of tbe bill ‘'wen- 
ty Republicans and 16 Democrats voted 
for the bill, and six Democrats and five Repub- 
licans voted against it. The agg one ge of its 
passing in the House is very great. If it ob- 
tained the solid vote of the States which were 
to-day recorded favorably in the Senate it would 
have a majority of more thantwo toone. The 
vote in detail is as follows, [Republicans in 
roman, Democrats in italics :]

** NOTORIETY IN ART.” 
__ 
PROF, HERKOMER, OF OXFORD, LECTURES 
TO THE STUDENTS OF HARVARD. 

Boston, March 5. — Herbert Herkomer, 
the eminent art critic and artist and Slade Pro- 
fessor in the University of Oxford, gave an in- 
teresting address this evening at Sever Hail, 
Harvard College. Inthe audience were President 
Eliot, a large number of the Professors, and a 
representative body of the students. The special 
subject of the lecture was “Notoriety in 
Art,” with references to art as a pro- 
tession, so that the lecture might prop- 
erly come within the scope of the course 
now being delivered on the professions. If 


nothing succeeds like success, said the lecturer, 
it is certain that success brings with it 
notoriety, and notoriety, though it be an ac- 
companiment of success, too often leaves its 
victim insatiable. It blinds, it intoxicates, it 
misieads, it engenders a feverish sensitiveness, 
to praise, and surrounds with a misguiding and 
artificial atmosphere. Thus is some- 
times merciful tor the hand of notoriety 
to touch a man’s work only when he has 
ceased to exist in the fiesh. Notoriety plays 
an important part in the worldly is- 
sue of art, and the laws that underlie it are 
the same that underlie or govern notoriety con- 
nected with all other kinds of mental perform- 
ances, There are chances in our day for notori- 
ety so freely offered because the man who is and 
the man who seems are now so much alike that 
some people are sure to mistake the one for the 
other, The man who has a_ grievance is 
often the one who attracts most attention; 
without a grievance he could not agitate, 
and without agitation of some sort there can be 
no notoriety. Thus failure sometimes brings 
notoriety by agitation, but the agitation 1s 
caused by the work having been thrown 
into the sea of critical appreciation, mak- 
ing circles that widen as they spread 
ring upon ring. Silently the work can be done, 
but appreciation can no more be silent than 
eyes can see when the lids are closed. As 
the advice which should be given those in- 
tending to enter art as a profession, the 
lecturer was reminded of the story of Socrates. 
When asked for his advice asto marrying, the 
»page replied: ‘Whichever you do, you will re- 
pent of it.” ** I have now told some ugly things,” 
‘said the lecturer in conclusion. “ ave not 
‘indulged in the exquisite delights and priv~- 





‘fleges that belong only to the painter, 


because it might -help to increase the 
number of art students, which, Heaven 
knows, is not desirable. My own school is 
‘entirely organized for the suppression of the art 
. student. herefore take my wet blanket kindly 
and believe, my dear students, that I would not 
have taken this line of thought if my heart had 
not been wholly with you.”

lt was discovered to be the body of the missing 
boy, who had been shot repeatedly throuzh the 
bead. Davis was arrested,and in September, 
1884, was found guilty of murder. Strong infiu- 
ences were brought to bear iu his favor, and his 
case was taken to the Supreme Court, where he 
was sent back for a new trial. This took place 
last March, when he was again convicted. An- 
other appeal to the Supreme Court was fruitless, 
and yesterday he was sentenced for life.

QUIRED BY’ THE JURY. 
BEARING OF A POINT IN COMMERCIAL LAW 
ON THE KILLING OF TOM DAVIS— 
PLAIN TALK ABOUT HIS BROTHER, 

The trial of James T. Holland, of. Abi- 
lene, Texas, for the killing of Thomas Davis, of 
this city, on Aug. 31, 1885, ended last evening in 
& Verdict of not guilty, to agree upon which 
the jury required only a quarter of an hour. 
The prisoner was in court bright and 
early, as usual, He had been freshly shaved, and 
had on a new collar. He looked confident, and 
chatted pleasantly with the coterie of Texan 
friends who surrounded him. Among them were 
Thomas Jordan, of Waco, and Henry G. Lamar, 
of Georgia. The wife and daughter of Keeper 
Bagwell, of the Tombs, were in court yesterday, 
as they have been every day of the trial, to show 
their interest in the prisoner. The court room 
was filled with spectators, and curiosity seekers 
passed in and out in the course of the day, bent 
solely on getting alook at the man who shot 
Tom Davis. 

The jurymen were all in the box early, and 
manifested a decided interest in the serious 
question which they are called upon to decide. 
The foreman, John: Harlin, asked some ques- 
tions as to Officer Sullivan’s testimony. The 
juror wanted to get at the position of the body 
when it was found. Then Juror Morrison want- 
ed to know the denomination of the bills founa 
on Davis’s body. Judge Van Brunt informed 


him that there were five one-hundred-dollar 
bills, four tens, one five, one two, and two ones, 
The money was sent forand closely examined 
by the jurors. 

Gen. Ruger A. Pryor, the senior counsel for 
Holland, then got upon his feet to begin the 
summing up for the defense. He read that por- 
tion of the code which says that a man is pre- 
sumed to be innocent until proved guilty. Then 
he proceeded to argue that it was not incumbent 
upon the defense to offer any testimony until 
the prosecution had established a good case. 
Then heturned his attention to Mr. Davis’s 
testimony, and gaye the ex-sawdust swindler 
Buch a tongue lashing as that gen- 
tleman probably never betore heard in 
the course of his checkered career. He shook 
his finger in Davis’s face and poured 
out his invective bitterly, but the brother of the 
dead man smiled even when Gen. Pryor, refer- 
ring to his being sworn aga witness, said: “Such 
an abandoned malefactor sullied the Scriptures 
by his putrefying satutation.” He considered 
the possibility of The Davis telling the truth, 
and said thata man who would think of noth- 
ing but securing the money and running away 
with it while his brother was lying in the agonies 
of death was uuworthy to be believed under 
oath, Sucha man could not speak the truth. 
His conscience was so blunted that he could not 
tell the difference between truth and falsehood. 

The General made a strong point ot The Da- 
vis’s statement that his brother cried out, “Take 
the bag and go, or let me go.”” Yet, the General 
told the jury, this man who had, come ali the way 
from Texas to get the $10,000 which he knew was 
in the bag refused to take it and go, butere- 
mainedin the room to shoot Tom Davis, aud, 
after doing it, to go away without it. Gen. 
Pryor, in speaking of the bag, picked up District 
_ Attorney Martine’s silk hatand hammered vig- 

orously on it, while every one in the courtroom 
tittered audibly; but at the conclusion of the 
General’s speech, which lasted just four hours 
by the eight-day clock on the wall of the court- 
room, the spectators burst into spontaneous ap- 

lause. A moment later they wished they 

adn’t, for Judge Van Brunt exclaimed: 

** Clerk, clear the court !” 

Handsome Billy Ricketts was down off his 

erch behind the witness stand in less thana 
pty and ordered all the men on the benches to 

eave the room. Like Pooh-Bah, they did it; it 

revolted them, but they didit. By the time Col. 
Fellows, who summed up for the defense, had 
got fairly started, there wasa pretty good gath- 
ering in the court room once more. Just how 
they managed to get in will probably never be 
known, but no doubt that mysterious * infiu- 
ence”’ was at the bottom of it. 

Col. Fellows made a strong point in his speech 
of the fact that though nundreds of men had 
been swindlea by the Davises, they had never 
yet an opportunity to swindle an honest 
man. He also said that Holland's belief that he 
was doing a good act in coming here to get 
$10.000 out of the Davis brothers did not make it 
agood thing. He also told the jury that the 
prosecution had fully proved that Ho'land came 
to New-York with the intention of getting hold 
of the $10,000, and on the stand he had admitted 
that it was his intention, after he got hold of the 
money,to “hold ontoit’ with justas much 
force as was necessary. Col. Fellows could not 
refrain from paying his respects to The Davis. 
He said that some varts of Davis’s testimony were 
unquestionably false. When he said he wasn’t 
frightened, he did not tell the truth. Col. Fel- 
lows said that The Davis was as frightened as a 
timid hare. He also toid au untruth when he 
said that he searched the prisoner. He told these 
things for the purpose of giving himself an un- 
due prominence in the case. The Colonel also 
devoted himself for a tim’ to breaking down the 
testimony of the expert, Capt. Day, and suc- 
ceeded in making ex-Senator Grady so angry 
that he tried to interrupt the Colonel, but failed 
to stem the tlow of that gentleman's eloquence. 
Col. Fellows spoke nearly two hours and a half, 
and made a strong argument for the people. 
When he closed, long after 6 o’clock, the court 
room was still full of people eager to know 
whether the case was going to be decided before 
this morning. 

Ex-Senator Grady, at the conclusion of Col. 
j Fellows’s speech, called the attention of the jury 
to one or two accidental errors into which Col, 
Feliows had falien in his recital of the testimony. 
Judge Van Brunt then arose to charge the jury. 
He said that he had been asked to charge certain 
propositions by the defense. He proceeded to 
read those which he thought were proper, in- 
structing the stenographer to note an exception 
whenever he omitted one. After reading the 
propositions, the Judge said that the ques- 
tion of guilt or innocence was invoived 
in a small circumference. The question 
depended, strangely enough, largely upon 
a question of commercial law. If ‘om 
Davis did not intend to give to Holland 
the $10,000 for his $500, and no actual sale of the 
sum was comtemplated, the money did not be- 
come the property of Holland, and he had no 
right to use violence in order to keepit. On the 
contrary, Davis hadaright to use violence in 
order to get his property out of Holland's hands, 
and if the latter shot the former under these 
circumstances, he was guilty of murder, 
other band, it Holiand took the property under 
the belief that Davis intended actually to sell it 
to him, he bad a right to defend it. 

The jury went out at 7:30 o'clock. They were 
out only 15 minutes, when they agreed on Hol- 
land’s acquittal. But Judge Van Brunt had 
gone to diuner, and, as he dines well and delib- 
erately, it was 9:05 o’clock when —. entered 
the courtroom with their verdict. ne look 
eat their faces satisfied everybody that it 
was one otf acquittal. They were too 
smiling to be prepared to serd a man to 
the gallows. Theyestood up at the request of 
Cierk Walsh. and looked upon the prisoner. 
Holland stood up and calmly gazed upon them. 
The foreman announced the verdict. It some- 
how struck tirst upon the ears of the big, ruddy- 
faced Texan who sat next to Holland. He was 
preparing his mouth for a long and loud whoop 
of joy, when Lawyer Edmund E. Price caught 
him and switched him off the road to Ludiow- 
Street Jail for coutempt of court, on wuich he 
bad started. 

Holland’s face did not change when he heard 
the foreman say “Not guilty." Everybody 
quae. up und began to shake his hands, but he 

ept ascalmas when he was under cross-ex- 
amination. When everybody else had pulled 
him hither and thither and pinched his ears af- 
fectionately ex-Senator Grady, noticing that 
Judge Van Brunt yet sat upon the bench, said 
to Holland, **Go up and shake hands with the 
Judge.”

THE WOUND PROBABLY FATAL. 

PHILADELPHIA, Maroh 5.—Charles C. 
Marple, a florist, living in Gloucester, N. J., and 
doing business at No. 524 Market-street, Cam- 
den, shot his daughter this morning, mistaking 
her fora burglar. The wound is very serious, 
Miss Mary Marple, the victim, is a pretty and in- 
telligent girl, 20 years old. She assisted her 
father in his business and was noted for her 
taste in the arrangement of floral decorations, 
Last night father and daughter came home 
rather late and soon retired. About 2:15 o’clock 
this morning Mr. Marple was aroused by a noise 


in his daughter's room on the second floor, and 
she cried that a burglar was inthe room. Arm- 
ing himseif with a revolver, Mr. Marpie forced 
his way into the room and saw some one ap- 
parently endeavoring to escape by the win- 
dow. He fired, and then, to his horror, 
be found he had shot his daughter. 
The ball, which was of a large calibre, entered 
the young woman’s back and passed almost 
through her body. The physicians have slight 
hope of her recovery. Mr. Marple, who is pros- 
trated with grief, and who for a long time after 
he discovered his terrible mistake was so over- 
come he could not speak, this afternoon: 
‘* There had been thieves inthe neighborhood 
forsome time past. 1 supposed that they had 
gocher into my house. Jumping hastily out of 

ed, I grasped a navy revolver and began a hunt 
through the house. I slept on the first floor, I 
went to my daughter’s room, on the east side 
of the second story, and opening the door called 
to her twice. ‘Receiving no reply, I supposed she 
was asleep. [went to the spare room opposite, 
but found the door locked. As I stepped 
to a venetian blind to look out I heard my 
daughter cry from within the spare room: 
‘Papa! Papa! Come here. Burgiars are in 
the room.’ [again tried the‘door, but I found 
it locked. I burst in the lower panels of the 
door and crawled into the room. I caught hold 
of my daugnter and told her to keep quiet. It 
was dark and she moved awayfromme. Justas 
I succeeded in getting through I saw a person 
jump toward the window. Thinking it was the 
burglar, I fired. My daughter cried out: ‘Oh! 
papa, you have shot me.’ She fellinto my arms, 
and 1 bore her to the lower floor. Dr. Smith was 
sent for and arrived in a very few minutes. She 
did not faint. I think she must have been walk- 
ing in her sleep. Ihave been afraid to ask her 
why she entered the spare room, thinking it 
might excite her.”

One of the 
boys dispenses medicine inthe infirmary. One 
boy said another boy bad a bottle of eye water, 
and that he dropped it into the eyes of suf- 
ferers, one of whom did a like service for 
him. In the boys’ lavatory four towels did 
duty for 184 boys, or 46 boys to one 
towel. In the boys’? bathroom, a_ place 
about 10 feet square, ina bathtub about 18 
inches wide and dfeet long,8 boys were al- 
lowed at a time, while 10 towels were allowed to 
the 184 bathers. A sample sheet and bolster and 
asuit of clothing just cast aside, all rags and 
tatters, were taken possession of by the Gov- 
ernor’s party. 

In answer to a question Gov. Pattison said 
there was not a particle of exaggeration in the 
Record'’sarticle.

HIS PUNISHMENT DEEMED SUFFICIENT. 

PoTTsvILLE, Penn., March 5.—Benjamin 
Lewis, who bought the wife of another man two 
years ago for $35, and after living with her for 
awhile disposed of her at half price and married 
another woman, thereby getting himself into 
jailon acharge of bigamy, was released to-day 
by order of court. Lewis is a Welshman and re- 
sides in Shenandoah. He and a friend while on 
a spree struck a bargain by which the friend 
relinquished all claim: to his wife for the 
price stated. The woman cheerfully con- 
sented to the exchange, and four 
months later was as willing to make 
a second exchange.

THE HAZING CADETS APPEAL. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md. March 5.—Naval Cadets 
Benjamin Steber, of New-York; Glen Waters, of 
Tennesse; Henry L. Gueydan, of Louisiana, of 
the Second Class, and William L. Gillespie, of 
Virginia, of the Third Class, Naval Academy, who 
had been found guilty by a naval court-martial 
here of hazing Naval Cadet Louis L. Driggs, of 
South Carolina, a Fourth Class man, and recom- 
mended to be dismissed from the navy, have ap- 


pealed their cases to higher naval authority. A 
precedent was set for reversing a sentence of a 
court-martial in the case of Henry A. Wiley, a 
naval cadet who was dismissed for hazing the 
same cadet, Louis L. Driggs, when Driggs was a 
candidate. This was the ground on which Wiley 
escapea: That the law referred to hazing naval 
cadets, and not candidates for naval cadetship. 
The appeal in the present case is that the acts of 
which they were convicted did not amount to 
hazing. Courts-martial at the Navai Academy 
have made this distinction themselves in cases 
in which it would be beyond the mind of man to 
comprehend any difference. 

Navai Cadet John A. Ubsdell, of the Second 
Class, a resident of the State of Missouri, has re- 
signed. He lived formerly in New-York. 


BURGLARS IN CONNECTICUT. 

Brip@EpPoRT, Conn., March 5.—Early this 
morning burglars attempted to force an en- 
trance into the house of Charles Nichols, about 
two miles below Newtown. They began opera- 
tions by rifling a tool house near the dwelling, 
after which they coolly smashed in a glass 
lightin the front door of the house. Aroused 
by the noise the housekeeper, Mrs. Ives, hast- 
ened to the hall. The burglars saw her through 
a window close to the door, and one of them ‘ 
thrust a revolver through the broken pane and 
fired. The bullet whizzed by the woman’s head, : 
narrowly missing her, and buried itself in the 
wall behing her. By this time the owner of the 
house appeared on the scene armed with a well- 
loaded gun, and the burglars decamped. The 

culiar part of the affair is the fact that the 

urgiars made no attempt to enter the house 
quietly, but simply tried to break down the 
door, firing upon the occupants as soon as they 
appeared upon the scene. e work is generally 
credited to a gang from New-York. There have 
been several burglaries in Newtown recentiy, 
and the whole town is. aroused, all the residents 
being careful to keep their firearms loaded and 
ready for use. 





BREAKS THROUGH THE ICE AT LAST. 

Newsure, N. Y., March 5.—After a long 
and determined effort the steamer John L. Has- 
brouck, which has been fast in the ice at the 
foot of Storm King Mountain since last Friday 


night, reached the dock at Cornwall this after- 
noon at3o’clock. After coaling up the steamer 
started for Newburg, where she arrived at 4 
o’clock. The steamer had a cqmpuratively easy 
passage from Cornwall up, as the ice was soft 
and easily broken. At Cornwall tbe ice is 
honeycombed and is expected to break up soon. 
The ice was 16 feet thick in layers around the 
Hasbrouck where she lay for a week. If tha 
weather continues favorable the steamer will 
leave here for New-York on Monday, 8th inst.

A. GENERAL STRIKE BEGUN 
ENDED QUICKLY. 
AN: AGREEMENT REACHED THROUGH: RAIL« 
ROAD COMMISSIONER O’DONNELL’S EF 
FORTS BY WHICH TRAFFIO ,WAS RE- 
SUMED IN THE AFTERNOON, 


The drivers and conductors on every 
line of street railway in this city obeyed the 
orders of the Executive Board of the Empire 
Protective Association yesterday and refused to 
go.to work, For ten hours not a street car ap- ' 
peared, and public travel was confined to the 
elevated railways and to the cabs and 
hacks. In aii this period there was 
no tumult or excitement. The services of 
Railroad Commissioner O*Donnell as an arbi- 
trator were called in, and he succeeded so well 
that not only the limes in this city but also 
those of Deacon Richardson in Brooklyn were 
set in operation early in the afternoon. The: 
only reminder of a disagreement between em- 
ployersand employed was that afforded by the 
Bleecker-street, ‘twenty-third-street, and ita 
Thirty-fourth-street annex, which are under tha 


Jacob Sharp management. The grievance in 
these instance was that.the men insist on having 
$2 25 fora day’s work instead of the $2 which 
the management are ready to concede. 

The factors that aidedin bringing about the 
settlement of the great ‘* tie-up,” as the mem 
called it, were severalin number. Theemployes 
of the Dry Dock Company were as tired of tne 
quarrel as was the corporation itself,and the 
men who left their work on the other lines in 
obedience to orders were not satisfied. Both: 
—_— claimed a victorywhen the settlement was 
made. 

Public notice of the settlement was given 
soon after 2 o’clock in theafternoon, when street 
traffic was resumed over the railways, and it was 
made apparent that all danger of a repeti- 
tion of the riotous acts of Thursday wags 
averted. Property owners and shopkeepers on 
Grand-street rested mu¢h easier after the first 
blue car made its noisy and somewhat triumph-« 
ant trip through that street from river to river. 
Cheers greeted it as it passed along with its 
freight of employes and hoodlums, who packed, 
the car, both platforms, and disported them- 
selves on itstop. These passengers waved new 
brooms and flags and shouted themselves hoarse 
in response to the shouts of the throngs on the 
sidewalks. Twelve hours’ work a day, 30 minutes 
for dinner, and $2 a day, were the basis of settie- 
ment between the Dry Dock Company and its, 
men, all the grievances at issue to be submittedt 
to Railroad Commissioner O’Donacll for arbi-; 
tration, both company and men agreeing to 
abide by his decision. He wentto Albany last, 
night, stating that ke would give his decision in 
about ten days. 

The tie-up was, of course, a very great an- 
noyance to the public, especially to sucn people 
as needed, conveyance across town. Working 
men and women had to walk across town; cap- 
italists and such as could afferd it hired cabs 
when they could. Cabmen are proverbially 
shrewd, and yesterday’s tie-up enabled them to’ 
take advantage of would-be patrons and exact: 
from them rates far beyond those usually: 
charged. As high as $5 was charged ana ob- 
tained for taking a single passenger from the up-' 
town hotels to the railroad ferries on the North} 
River. Ever at these exorbitant rates cabbies! 
found plenty to do, and until some time after} 
the street cars began running reaped a Darvest.. 
Jt was such an opportunity to them as rare-' 
ly offers itself, and it was improved to 
the utmost. The elevated roads had such 
aday’s business as they haven’t had since the 
day of Gen. Grant’s funeral. Every car owned; 
by the Manhattan Company was pressed into 
service, and trains were run at as frequent in- 
tervals as possible consistent with safety. 
The stations on every line were crowded, and 
waiting passengers saw trains of four, and in 
some cases of five, cars packed until they could 
hold no more people, and with platforms filled, 
whizz by them, and stop only at such stations aa 
they were obliged to by reason of trains ahead 
and in too ciose proximity. On the Third-ave- 
nue line so great was the pressure on the carry- 
ing capacity of the road that trains were rug 
to the City Hall station throughout the day. 

It is estimated that from 11,000 to 15,000 men 
were deprived of over half a day’s employment 
and its consequent emoiument by yoesterday’s 
general strike. At an average estimate of a 
doliar per man that would be a loss of from 
$11,000 to $15,000 in wages alone, At the offices of 
the companies affected by the strike only rough 
estimates were afforded of the loss from the 
stoppage of traffic which was sustained by them. 
; Half @ day’s receipts on the principal lines were 
reckoned at from $1,000 to $1,500, while on very 
few routes was very much less. An average of 
$400 probably approximates the loss for each of 
the 81 street rallway companies of the city from 
the ten hours’ strike. 

a 
THE NEGOTIATIONS. 

The men who had left their work col- 
lected in halis in different parts of the city. 
They went along the streets in large groups, and’ 
in many instances with some attempt at parad-; 
ing. It was understood by the police early in 
the day that there would be an attempt ata 
large parade, but this was not made. Tne ap- 
pearance and marching of the men attracted 
much attention, und crowds collected to look at 
them. The main interest centred at the rendez- 
vous or the Dry Dock Company’s employes, 
which was at Central Union Hall, in Highth- 
street. Many men from other roads also as- 
sembied tnere. ‘There was a general meeting on 
the first floor, while the Executive Committee of 
the Empire Protective Association had a room 
up two flights, over which a strict guard wag 
kept. Railroad Commissioner O’Donnelt joined 
the committee after an early breakfast and 
listened toa long recital of grievances, just ag 
Commissioner Kernan had done at the Hoffman 
House on ‘the first night of the strike. The 
committee had po demands to make beyond 
those contained in its paper issued on ‘Tues- 
day and was not disposed to suggest 
any means of settlement other than by 
the company’s complete acquiescence in 
its terms. This bold front did not deter the 
Commissioner from suggesting that a settle- 
ment might be reached by arbitration, to which 
the committee gavean implied assent. That is, 
the members hummed and hawed and said they 
knew what they wanted, but would not resist 
settlement on as fair a basisas was set forth in 
their paper. The Commissioner seemed so well 
satisfied with the committee, and withal so con- 
fident that a way out of tbe trouble would be 
found, that assoon as he had gone to confer 
with the Directors in Brooklyn the committee 
summoned to its room a scout from each of the 
surface rvads. The scouts were rurnished 
each with an order addressed to the vari- 
ous meeting places up town directing the 
chiefs of these local divisions to assembla 
all their men and to hold them in readines@ 
tor further orders. This was at 10 o'clock, and 
so early it was clear thut the committee expected 
that the strike would soon end. The meeting 
places to which the scouts went were Adelphi 
Hall, at Seventh-avenue and Fifty-second-street, 
where the mev of the Broadway and Seventh- 
Avenue, Sixth-Avenue, Eigbth-Avenue, and 
Beit Line roads bad headguarters; No. 855 Sec- 
ond-avenue, where one section of the Second, 
Third and Sourth avenue men met; Highty- 
sixth-street and Lexington-avenue, where the 
up-town sections of the same roads were as< 
sembled; Third-avenue and One Hundred and 
sixth-street, the meeting place of the One Hun- 
dred and T'wenty-fifth-street line, and One Hun- 
dred and Seventy-eighth-street and Third-av- 
avenue where the men on the Morrisania line 
were gathered. 

Between 10 o’clock and 12:20 the down-stairs 
meeting at Centrai Union Hall kept growing 
larger uutilit overflowed the hall and blocked 
the sidewalk. Speechmaking was not encour- 
aged, but there was no end to songs and recita- 
tions, such as had diversified the open proceed« 
ings at Clarendon Hail and elsewhere earlier in 
the strike. General sobriety and good humor 

revailed. Some diversion was afforded about 

0 o’ciock, when the men on the Christopher- 
street line marched proudly up to the hall be-« 
hind a brass band. It was a spirited spectacle 
and bade fair to pass off with éclat, whea some 
one suddenly discovered that the band dia not 
belong to a union. The boycott cry was 
rai and the Christopher-street crowd 
ha to dispenso with its musicians at 
the climax of its glory. This ludicrous 
turn to the display put every one ina happy 
mood. Interest in the business in hand was re- 
vived at 12:30 o’clock, When Commissioner 
.Q’Donnell came back from Brooklyn. He en-. 
' tered the building smilingly and was welcomed 
witha goodround of cheers. For the next 20 
minutes the waiting crowd kept as close to the 
meeting room as possibile. Every one wanted to 
hear the announcement from upstairs of the 
result of the negotixtions, Not a word came 
from that quarter until 12:45, when a messenger; 
was sent down to bring up aset of scouts, Each! 
scout received an official order xnd hurried off 
with it to the meeting places. There were whis- 
perings of asettlement, but no one really knew 
what had been agreed. ‘ 

In a minute or two Committeeman O’Donnell 
came down stairs. his face flushed and exultant. 
He pushed his way to the head of the hall. It 
was as still as a church when he began to talk, 

- He said the men had gained their point; that the 
companies in New-York and Brooklyn had 
agreed to give the increased pay demand« 
ed for the conductors aud drivers and 
constitute 12 hours a day’s work, with a half 
hour’s allowance for dinner. AH other points 
at issue were to be submitted to Rail- 
road Commissioner O’Donnell. The committee- 
man thought that the interests of the 
smen rot suffer plow by this mode: 
of settlement, as every confidence was to

It points to the 
assistance rendered by Chairman O’Donnell to 
the police during the march, when he helped to 
clear the track of obstructions, and says it be- 
lieves the disturbances were not caused py the 
strikers, but by sympathizers with their move- 
ment and by others who were naturally drawn 
to Grand-street by the excitement.

AGAIN THROUGH GRAND-STREET. 

The keenest public interest shown was 
on the east side, and especially along the route 
where the turbulent scenes of Thursday were 
Witnessed, It was speedily apparent, however, 
that there was to be no repetition of such oc- 
currences. Daylight found the crowds begin- 
ning to oc llect on Grand-street, and most nu- 
merously near the Dry Dock Company’s office. 
The police, however, were on time and ad- 
mirably disposed, No sooner bad the first group 
of idlers stationed Itself in front of the office than 
a detachment of police under command of In- 
spector Steers and Capt. Petty appeared upon 
the scene, and from that time on had little more 
to do than to keep the ever-growing throng in 


motion, As the morning went on the crowd be- 
came so dense that the passefsto and from the 
ferries hud to seek side streets to get through. 
The crowd apparently was composed of 
700 or 800 conductors and drivers, and 2,000 or 
3.000 idlers and ruffians, the latter awaiting a 
favorable opportunity to profit by any outbreak 
that might be precipitated. To better guard the 
line of Grand-street, which as far as the Bowery 
was a denge mass of moving curiosity seekers, 
15 mounted officers patrolled the thoroughfare, 
The obstructions placed along the tracks had 
been removed durine the night, and, except for 
the moving masses of the Gurious thousands list- 
lessly wandering up and down the street, giving 
the great east side thorougbfare a holiday ap- 
pearance, there was nothing unusual in the out- 
ward condition of affuirs. 

Soon after noon word came that Railroad Com- 
missioner O'Donnell had arrived ut an agree. 
ment with the company, and thatthe cars would 
be ordered out at 2 o’clock, The announces 
ment went through the crowd like wildfire, and 
in five minutes ali Grand-street was in possession 
of the news. When the men sobered down afd 
learned the actual basisof the agreement there 
wus some growling, but the muaicontents were

Sast at 2 o’clock the first team, a flery black 
and roan, was ied out amid the howls and shouts 
of the waiting thousands. ‘bey were led across 
the street and attuched to car No. 155, the pas- 
sage of which across the city on Tnursday led to 


the first outbreak, The men demurred to this 
car gving out first, so No. 147 was selected. This 
was run Out in the street and quickly filled with 
tne most unruly of the crowd. Thecar struck 
into Grand-street at 2:10 o'clock. The front 
platform was given up to Driver Charies Dibbs 
aud Committemen O'Donnell, Best, and Wallace, 
while Couductor Henry Bechtioff tried to collect 


the tares. Mr, O’Donuell handled the reins fora 


few blocks ‘and tuen turned them over to the 
driver. 

As the horses started so did the crowd, and 
one ot the mysteries of the procession, for such 
it was, was how so many succeeded in keeping 
up with the car, so fast did the frightened horses 
drug it. Every one howied at the top of his 
lungs, and from every window appeared table- 
cloths, sheets, and all sorts of household uten- 
sis frantically waved by the occupants, By the 


time Esenx Market was reached the throng bad 
becume so dense that it was almost impossible to 
gettbe car through. At this puint it was dis- 
covered by sume cnein the crowd that the tri- 
umpua! chariot had no fags or otherembiems. A 
baif dozen brooms were handed over the heads 
oi those nearest the track and given to the 
committeemen. The ruttans in-ide the car 
Wauted a chance to yell, They discovered that 
the windows were nailed up. This was quickly 
remedied, and the haif-frantic men an. boys 
Jeaned out the windows shouting and yeliing fur 
Cheers tor the “ Knights of Labor.’”” Just be- 
fore reaching the Buwery some ambitioys young 
east siders, while the car was bLilocked by the 
crowd, clambered up on the roof, and in a trice 
were provided with fiags and brooms. From 
this point on the scenes were altogether inde- 
scrivable. The sidewalks and gutters were 
packed with a howling mass of people, each en- 
deavoring to outshout tbe other, and all bent, 
no matter what stood in the way, on reaching 
Desbrosses-street with the car. From almost 
every window flags were waved, and in the 
factories along tbe line the boys had provided 
themseives with boards and whacked away on 
tbe bricks, making a sbrill clatter that could be 
heard above the shouts and cheers. The Des- 
broases-street, terminus Was reacbed in time, 
just as the first car of the Pavonia Ferry line 
came bowling down West-street. This gave a 
fre~h impetus to the enthusiasm, and for 10 min- 
Utes the crowd, most of which by this time had 
caught up with the recession, cheered uutil 
there wasn’t a cheer jeft. Car No. 147 was then 
sent back over the line, with the same crowd 
running back after it,and all the scenes along 
the route were again gore through with, 

It was not until 4 o’clock, when the cars were 
running as usual and the police reserves bad 
been withdrawn, that Grand-street resumed its 
pormal condition,

THE END IN BROOKLYN. 

The strikers in Brooklyn this morning 
were jubilant over their prospects of Victory. 
They maintained that the New-York companies 
would soon weaken, and that if they proved too 
obdurate every road in Brooklyn would be tied 
ap; that a strike on the elevated roads in New- 
York and Brooklyn would be the next move in 
the programme; that in its wake would follow 
ag strike on the Brookiyn Bridge and the ferries, 
and if these efforts to bring the companies to 
terms failed an attempt would be made to at- 


tract the cabmen of both cities to the 
standard of the strikers. Their counsels 
and conduct smacked more strongiy of 
prudence than either had been tinged 
with on Thursday. The order was circulated 
that if Deacon Richardson attempted to run any 
cars over his lines he should not be interfered 
with by the strikers, who were ordered to re- 
move the obstructions that had been placed on 
the car tracks on Thursday afternoon and night. 
The two members of the Executive Committee 
of the Empire Protective Association who had 
their headauarters at No. 89 Fulton-street, de- 
clined to issue an order fora “ tie-up” of all the 
surface roads in Brooklyn when advised by tele- 
graph to do so by the four members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee who managed the strike in 
New-York. 

At8o’ciock a meeting of the Directors of the 
Atiantic-Avenue Raltlroad Company was calied 
to order by its President, Deacon Richardson. 
The President and Executive Committee were 
authorized to spare no outlay that might be 
found necessary to insure the running of cars 
to the extent needed to comply with the obliga- 
tions of the company to the public. The Mayor 
and Police Department were oalied upon for 
protection. The meeting also resolved to 
treat with none but the employes of the com- 
pany or those who were in its employ 
at the time the strike took place, or with any 
public officer or other proper legal authority. 
At this point Railroad Commissioner O'Donnell 
entered the room, He anvuounced that he had 
heard the strikers’ story, and would if possible 
lixe tu effect a settlement between them and the 
company. Deacon Richardson said the company 
had offered to pay the men the wagés they de- 
manded, but it must be allowed to conduct its 
business in its Own way. The matter was dis- 
cussed pro and con tor over an hour ana a half, 
oo the Directors adopted the following reso- 

ution: 

Resot Thatthe Atlantic-Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany, of Brooklyn, agrees to pay at the rate of $2 per 
day for1i2 hours’ work. ye J a half hour for din- 
ner, und after our cars are running to leave all other 
questions relating to conductors and drivers to the de- 
cision of Railroad Commissioner Vv’ Donnell. 

Commissioner O'Donnell jumped into bis cab, 
and was whirled off in the direction of the 
bridxe. With his departure the Directors’ meet- 
ing came toanend. Deacon Richardson said he 
felt certain that Commissioner O'Donnell would 
bring the strike toanend. He was right, for at 
2:30 o'clock the Commissioner telegraphed from 
New-York to Deacon Richardson: “ Proposition 
accepted.” The dispatch was signed ‘“Jobn 
O’Donnell." A few minutes before 2 o’ciock 
Committeeman O’Rourke received a dispatch 
from Committeeman Joseph O’ Donnell to ** open 
all the roads; you have got all you want.’ 
Doubting whether this was “ straight,” O’Rourke 
went to New-York, was convin that the dis- 
patch was all right, and returned and 60 
informed the strikers who had gathered 
at headauarters. He said: “ Boys, we've won 
the biggest victory we ever won in Brooklyn.” 
The * boys” cheered und shook hands with each 
other, and got red in the face, they were so giad. 
They were sure that all their demands had n 
granted, and laughed at the idea that all the de- 
mands, except the rate of wages and the length 
of a day, were to be arbitrated by Commissioner 
O'Donnell. Deacon Richardson was aware of 
it, however, and about the time a band of 
strikers, with John Caviile and Patrick Rourke— 
the latter carrying an American flag—at their 
head, left No. Fulton-street to visit the 
various car stables of the company the Deacon 
was making arrangements to get out the cars.

AFTER THE STRIKE WAS ENDED, 
The first car to reach the Post Office 
after the strike had been declared ended was No. 
102, of the Fourth-avenue line, It was packed 
with men, who filled the interior and clung to 
the steps on either end, and sent forth a series of 
cheers and yells, which were promptly responded 
to by the crowds which lined the sidewalks in 
Park-row. The car was the first to leave the sta- 
bies, starting at 1:28 P. M. ata reaching the Post 


Office at 2:10. When it stopped a crowd of men 
surrounded it and cheered lustily, while all who 
could do so pusnee inside, and the car was 
filled before the passengers could crowd their 
way out. ‘the front platform was speedily ap- 
propfiated by a crowd of men bolding aloft 
brand-vew brooms, Which they waved energet- 
ically as the trip up town was begun, ‘I'wo 
women who had pressed into the car found 
themselves hedged in by noisy, but good-nat- 
ured, met,and they looked somewhat astonished 
at their unsual surroundings. The car was sent 
off with a cheer by the Crowd, which was taken 
up by those in frontand continued at intervais 
all along the route, 

The Third-avenue men, 600 strong, marched to 
the station about 2 o'clock with brooms and 
flags. Cheers were given for President Lyon, 
Superintendent Robertson, and all the other ofti- 
cers of the road. Time Inspector Boyle, the 
President of the Third-avenue branch of the 
Empire Protective Association, made a short 
speech to the men, and at 2:20 o’clock the first 
car of the day rolled out from the station amid 
the cheers of the crowd that filled the street and 
tha! accompanied it through. its down-towa 


journey, The second car that oame down was 
drawn by four horses, Flags were fastened 
to their collars and the driver was com- 
pletely enveloped in a large American fiag. 
The Eivith-aveiue drivers and conductors, to 
the number of 275, marched in triumphal pro- 
cession, at 3:30 P. M., from Adelphi Hall to the 
company’s stution, Five minutes later car No, 
56 had started down town amid the cheers and 
hat-wavings of the bystanders. During the day 
the strikers had sent men at the proper times to 
feed and groom the horses, and when they re- 
ceived permission quietly returned to work, If 
no agreement had been arrived at during the 
day it was sald that the employes would have 
permitted the company to run one Car over the 
route to save its charter. By attaching to the 


sides of this car the legend “ Run by permission 


of the strikers,” free passage would be secured 
for it. 

The officers of the various roads were taken 
completely a surprise by the non-appearance 
of tneir men in the morning. e notice of an 
intention to strike had been served upon them 
by their employes or the committee. They pro- 
fessed total inability to understand why they 
were deserted by their men, and made no en- 


deavors to bring about a compromise, The 


horses in the etulls needed food and attention, 
and the few starters and buss stablemen in 
each depot bad more thun they could do to 
take around enough fodder for the thousands 
of animals. The Broadway Road, which had 
2,500 horses in its depot, was assisted in this task 
by about a dozen men sent over by the strikers’ 
committee from Adelphi Hall, two blocks away. 
When these assitants saw that the animals had 


received enough fodder they left the building. 
Tney refused to bave anything to do with 
grooming them or to put ciean straw in their 
stalls. The Dry Dock Company experieuced 
no difficulty in feeding its horses, but 
had un uncomtortable time of it in feed- 
ing the men whom it employed to take 
care of the animals. ‘he new men 
had to keep very shady, and provisions were 


brought 19 to them, The company's agents 
bought large quantities of bread and groceries 
from the neighboring stores. When the old men 
found this out committees were sent around to 
ali the shops intorming the proprietors that a 
saie to the Company or its agents would be fol- 
lowed by a boycott, and within balf an hour 
most of the shop windows were decorated with 
the sign: * No Goods Sola Except to Union Men.” 
Atter this was done whatever goods were ob- 
tained tor the semi-imprisoned men had to bs 
got from the west side. 

here was a general understanding that, in 
case the strike hud not ended yesterday, the 
g.utemen, station avents, and train hands on the 
elevated roads wou!d be ordered out to-day. 
The engineers und firemen could not be ordered 
outas they are identified with other organiza- 
tions, This was to be used as the last lever by which 
to forveeé compliance with the demands of the Em- 
pire Association. The elevated round muanagera 
expected it, and yesterday they stated that they 
would be wholly at the mercy of their employes 
and unabie tv run their trains. 

The arrangements of details for the 2,700 police- 
men who were held in reserve yesterday were 
very simple. Inspector Dilks was in command 
of the upper district. At Police Heaaquarters 
Inspector Byrnes had command of 180 patrol« 
men, His aids were the two Capts. McCullagh 
and Capts. Williams, Brogan, Berghold, and 
Mount. Four stages were provided to transport 
this reserve force anywhere at a moment’s no- 
tice. At the foot of Grand-street Inspector 
Sveers bad at first 40 patruimen as a reserve. 
Later in the day Capt. Mount wentto him with 
60 officers and 20 officers of the Broadway 
squad. Atthe various surface railroad depots 
were details of half a dozen patrolmen. 
From early morning Superintendent Murray 
was in constant communication with his squads 
ot men. About 1b'’clock the Headquarters re« 
serves were sent off in the stages to break up a 
gang of men in the Seventeenth Precinct march- 
ing to the stables of the green line and blue line 
ears. This crowd was dispersed without much 
trouble, and after the strike was declared over 
the pulicemen assisted in starting off the cars in 
good order, The reserves were not called off 
until 4 o’clock, when a telegram announcea that 
tne cars of the ‘lentb-avenue line, the last to re- 
sume business, had begun to make trips, ‘The 
Superintendent will hold the police in reserve at 
the station houses until this morning, 

The only sign of any disposition to give 
trouble was just before 10 o’clock, when Capt. 
Cuopeiana, of the Ninth Precinct, reported that 
about 200 men, who came from New-Jersey 
and were in sympathy with the strikers, wero 
congregated in Hudson-street and appeared to 
be about to form a procegsion. They were. dis- 
persed without trouble, 

There was a flash of interest inthe strike in 
the neizhborbood of the Seventh Reviment 
Armory, at 2:30 o’clock, when three young men 
from a down-town store appeared at the barred 
doors Of the armory in fatigue dress. They had 
come in response toa summons by which they 
understood that the Seventh was to go out to 
put down a threatened riot. When a group 
gathered around the trio they were heard con- 
gratulating each other that they were in time, if 
the rest of the regiment was not. 

The committee of the cigarmakers in the shop 
of Kerbs & Spiess, who all belong tothe Inter- 
national Union, issued a call yesterday morning 
for a meeting of the shop hands, numbering 
about 1,000, to be held in the evening, to take 
action on the car drivers’ strike. A resolution 
was drawn up requesting the International 
Union to appropriate $1,000 for the support of 
the strikers and to allow them a similar amount 
every week during the continuance of the strike. 
In the evening, when the cigarmakers assembled, 
every one knew that the strike had ended, but 
the resolution was nevertheless passed, with 
the amendment that it should stand good in the 
event of a renewal of the strike, 

The car drivers of Jersey City were expecting 
a committee from the Knights of Labor all day 
yesterday, but pone arrived. The men wish to 
arbitrate with the various companies on the 
matters of pay and length of day, and hope that 
the officials will grant their demands. They 
claim that bad arrangement causes their day’s 
work to extend over from 14 to 16 hours, al- 
though their actual service on the cara may be 
for only 12 hours. If the companies do not yield 
they say they wili not be behind their New- 
York brethren, and that the Hoboken men will 
join them in a strike. 

The number of drivers, conductors. stablemen, 
and hitchers who went on strike in this city was 
between 11,000, and 15,000 the following being 
the figures given by the officers of 10 of the 
principal lines:

WHY THE MEN QUIT WORK. 

The reason why the oar drivers and con- 
ductors of the city outside of the Dry Dock 
Company’s lines refused to work Was not ap- 
parent t0 Many people, and numbers of the 
drivers themselves were content to allege as 
their reason for leaving their cars that they had 
been ordered to do so by the Executive Com- 
mittee of their association, The explanation ag 
given by the conductors and drivers who knew 
the true motive is as follows: “The Dry Dock 
business was a job put up by _ the other roads in 
the city, andif we had let them get the best 
of us there we should have had to go back 
to1é6hours and $175 a day. Our committee 
knew that that was the game,and when they 
told us all to strike,this morning we knew w 
had to doit. Weshall have to do a good dea 
more before we get through with the compa. 
nies, and we've got the strength and the willing- 
ness to act when our men give us the word. You 
won't see any more horse car companies putting 
off answers to their men from week to week 
like they dia on the big lines when we started 
this thing.” 

Officials of the principal street railway com- 
panies were asked yesterday relative to the 
statement made by the Executive Committee of 
the Empite Protective Association that the 
companies had combined for the purpose of 
supporting the Dry Dock line in its resistance 
tu the demands of employes, and that that was 
the reason for'‘‘tying up” all the horse cars in 
the city. With one exception every President, 
Superintendent, and other railway official who 
Wus seen on the subject declined to state wheth- 


er or not he knew of the alleged agreement, The 
exception was that of Superintendent Wilson, 
of the Eigbth and Ninth avenue lines, who de- 
clared in positive terms that his companies did 
not enter into any such understanding. It is said 
by the strikers that those who were parties to the 
arrangement formed a regular “ pool,” agreeing 
not only to give all moral support to the Dry 
Dock corporation, but also contracting to furs 
nish aid of a more material character. The 
understanding was, of course, intended to be 
secret, but knowledge of it early leaked out 
among the horse car c=ployes, and was seized 
upon by the Empire Association committee as 
justification for its action in ordering the gen- 
eral strike. In the few cases where railway offi- 
cia's consented to talk Concerning the matter, 


reference was made by them to the existence of 


the State Association of Street Ratiways, at 


meetings of which body, it was guardedly ad- 
mitted, measures of mutual protection had been 
discussed during the past week or two. 


STILL HOLDING OUT. 
The men on the Bleecker-street and 
Twenty-third-street lines and the latter’s Twen- 


ty-fourth-street annex did not return to work 


yesterday, and consequently there were no cars 
running all day on these lines. The obstacle to 
an agreement between the company and the 
men is that tne latter demand $2 25 per day for 
12 hours’ work, while the former refuses to pay 
more than $2. Secretary McLean said last night 
that the men had agreed to accept $2. The new 
rates had already gone into effect on 


the Bleecker-street road, and were to 
have gone into effect on the _ Twenty- 
third-street road on Sunday. he 
did not return at all resterday, 
consequently, the cars coulc not be 
The company did not propose to pay more, 
and if the men did not return to work 
this morning it would endeavor to run 


the cars with new hands, of which he 


thought they could count on getting some. 
The men staid away from the company’s stables, 
at the foot of West Twenty-third-street, and 
although a number of policemen were stationed 
around the building, there was no work for 
them to do. 

The Secretary had conference with 
representatives of the Empire  Protect- 
ive Association last hight, but without 
result. He called at Police Headquar- 
ters and conferred with the authorities 
there as to needed protection in case of violence, 
if there should be an attempt to run the cars to- 
anes A meeting of the officers of the company 
will be heid this morning to decide what to do. 
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ALBANY, March 6.—Senator Murphy of 








New-York offered a concurrent resolution in the 
Senate to-day ‘“‘that the Attorney-General be 
and he is hereby ordered to immediately com- 
mence proceedings to annul the charters of all 
surface railwaysinthe city of New-York who 
have failed to carry out the provisions of their 
charters.” In speaking to it Col. Murphy said: 
“T understand that not a street car is at this 
moment running in the city of New-York, The 
car drivers and conductors have struck because 
they are not given living wages.” 

Senator Fassett objected to its consideration. 
The Senate, he said, had already enough on its 
hands in the investigation of the Broadway 
street railroad. Senator Murphy insisted that 
that had nothing to do with this matter. ‘* This,” 
said he, “‘concerns all the street railways of 
New-York. If the gentlemen will read the 
morning papers they will learn that the Rail- 
ruad Commissioners yesterday passed resolu- 
tions that uniess the Dry Dock and Kast Broad. 
way line runs its cars they will ask the Attorney- 
General to bring a suit to annul its charter.” 
Senator Pitts suggested that as the Senate has 
aiready set on foot as much railroad investiga- 
tion as is needed just now the resolution be re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee.

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PARSON DOWNS AS A PUGILIST. 


———— 


HE-TELLS THE STORY OF HIS ENCOUNTER. 


WITH A REPORTER. 


Hartrrorp, Conn., March 6. — Parson 
Downs-and his attorney, J. A. Coffey, have been 
in Connecticut for a few days looking after evi- 
dence to help him out inthe Mrs. Taber adul- 
tery case. Both men were in Hartford to-day. 
Downs told this story, which he claims will re- 
sult in proving & conspiracy in the District At- 
torney’s office in Boston to convict him of the 
crime with which he is charged: 

“ H. T. Dillenback, a graduate of Harvard and 
a reporter, had been admitted to our syndicate 
room at the Parker Houseand to my house, 
where my children played at his feet as a friend. 
We began to suspect, however, that he was car- 
rying our plans to the enemy, and at leneth as- 
certained’ that he bad been to Hartford twice 
and bad tried to make Edwara Ward, clerk at 
the Cowies House, Manchester, swear that the 
sick woman I visited atthe house in 1883 was 
Mrs. Taber, This, of course, was subornation of 
perjury, as weil as treason to our interests, and 
we sent for Dillenback. He came late on Mon- 
day afternoon with a friend, and after we 
had asked him a few uestions he went 
out, Isaid to Coffey: ‘Let’s confront him with 
Ward,’ and, stepping out, I beckoned him back. 
His companion didn’t get in, and I locked the 
door. Ward was brought in and Dillenback 
said feebly: ‘Why, how do you do?’ Heac- 
knowledged that he had met Ward, but declined 
to answer more questions. I was so infuriated 
at the craven that I talked forcibly,and at 
length drove him trembling into acorner. Then 
I retreatec, and he, pions up some manuscript 
he bad dropped and his hat, made for the door, 
It provoked moe to seo him going out that way, 
and I followed, Before i had finished with him 
Mr. Coffey and others came up and_ pulled me 
off. They haven't arrested me yet. I wish they 
would, then the whole story of his conspiracy 
would come out.”’ 

Dillenback, in pursuance, as_is alleged by 
Downs, of his relations with the Boston District 
Attorney's office, came to this city and went to 
Manchester to induce witnesses to swear that 
Miss Lizzie P. Winters, who was taken from the 
train at Manchester to the Cowles House, was 
Mrs. Taber. The Downs party have ictters that 
they say Dillenback wrote to Mr. Parshley, now 
of the Totoket House, Branford, asking for in- 
formation concerning the matter, as a repre- 
sentative of Mr. Tabor, offering to pay for it 
and saying that he would not be callod 
upon to testify, These letters were neces- 
sary, because Parshley was no longer 
at Manchester, whither the detective came. 
The clerk, Ward, Downs says, Dillenback met 
twice on nin-street, this city, and threatened 
to compel Him to testify that the woman at the 
hotel was Mrs. Taber, According to the Downs 
story these facts have been made the subject of 
sworn statements and a photograph of Miss 
Winters has been identified and sworn to as that 
of the womun who was at the Cowles House. 
Ward, Mr. and Mrs. Parshley, and Mrs. Kate 
Sanborn, nurse, swear to her identity before 
Notary Public Sharkey, of Branford, and 
to the fact that she remained at the 
house sick from March 19 to March 29: 
that Dr. Whiton thought she was dying, and that 
she sent for Mr. Downs ag, her Prstor; that he 
arrived on the 234, and went away on the 24th, 
The bills were paid by him, “ and she, of course, 
afterward paid me,” said Mr. Downs. The wom- 
an was in feeble heaith and had started fur New- 
Haven. She was an attendant at Bowdoin- 
Square Church, an intimate in the Parson’s fam- 
ily, and for two years a nurse in a highly re- 

spectable nth all She is now married. 


Armed with all this information acquired after 


a trip to Manchester and one to Branford, Mr. 
Downs and his attorney return to Boston to de- 
mand an immediate trial of the adultery case. 
Miss Winters is a large, square-shouldered, heavy 
featured woman, while Mra. ‘aber is petite. 
Other depositions were taken in this city this 
morning. They bore upon Dillenback’s repre- 
sentations here while hunting for Ward, and 
also after he had found him, Mr. Ward is well 


known in this city, When geen to-day ho said 


that he was clerk at Cowles's Hotel in Manches- 
ter when Miss Winters came there sick from the 
train. As the days passed she grew worse, and 
at her direction he telegraphed to Pastor Downs 
to come on and see her before she died. 
Mr. Downs arrived the next day, consoled the 
woman, and dideverything in his power to make 
her comfortable. here was nothing in their 


conversation, Ward said, to indicate relations 


other than those which any clergyman would 
bear who had the interest of a member of his 
flock at heart. He says that he was visited 
twice by Dillenback, who represented himself as 
an attorney for Taber, and who offered him any 
price he might name if he would swear that Miss 
Winters was Mrs. Taber and-that Mr. Downs oc- 
cupied the room with her during the night he 


remained in Manchester, He refused to swear to 
anything of the kind, 





OBITUARY.

GEN. H. M. NAGLEE. 
Gen. Henry M. Naglee, for many years 


since the close of the war of the rebellion a 
banker at San Francisco, and a viticulturist in 
Santa Clara, Cal., died at the Occidental Hotel, 
San Francisco, yesterday of intestinal neuralgia, 
He was a native of Pennsyivania, a graduate 
ot the West Point Military Academy in 
the Class of 1835, and was %8 years 
old at the time of his death He left 
the army shortly after graduation, and wasa 
civil engineer until the outbreak of the Mexican 
war when he returned to the service, going out 
as Captain in the First New-York Volunteers. 
At the close of the war in 1848 he becamea 
banker in San Franciseo, and remained in 
that business until the outbreak of the

JEAN ASSOLLANT. 
Jean-Baptiste- Alfred Assollant, the 


French author, died yesterday in Paris at the 
age of 59 years. He was born at Aubusson, 
Creuse, March 20, 1827. Between 1850 and 1860 he 
visited the United States, and upon his return to 
France published an article upon * Walker and 
the Americans” in the /revue des Deua-Mondes, 
In 1858 appeared what he termed Une fantaisie 
amérieaine, under the title of “Scdnes de la 
Vie aux Btats-Unis.” He was author of many 
fantastic novelettes, among them being “ La 
Mort de Roland,” ** Rrancas,” "Jean Rosier,” 
and ** Rose d'Amour,” and many of his romances 
appeared in / @ Presse and / e Journal Pour ious. 
In consequence of the indelicacy of his articles 
the Courrier du Dimanche was suspended for 
two monthsin August, 1864, and was warned in 
1865, His principal writings are collected under 
the titles ““D’Heure en Heure,” “ Vérité! 
Vérité,”* and “ Pensées Diverses.” He was also 
the author of two pamphlets, * A Ceux qui Pen- 
sent Enoore” in ay and ‘*Cannoniers, & vos 
pidces!"’ in 1862. “Rachel” was published in 
1874. At the general election of 1869 he stood as 
a candidate for the Fifth Circonscription of 
Paris, but only polled 83 votes.

PROPOSITION TO ARBITRATE ON THE 
QUARREL OVER FREIGHT RATES. 


Cu10caGo, March 5.—Mr. George B. Reeves, - 
Traffic Manager of the Grand Trunk lines west of 
Detroit, was in the city to-day, and talked freely 
about-the position of his road in relation to the 
fight between the live stock and dressed beef 
shippers. The Grand Trunk, he said, consid- 
ered the advance in dressed beef freights en- 
tirely unjustifiable, and had filed a formal pro- 
test against the new schedule. It had also 
declined to ba represented at the meeting here, 
to approve the new rates, and bad. attached 
its name to the schedule only under 
protest. Further than this the road could 
not go at present, without precipitating 
arate war, and thisit didnot caretodo. But 
the dressed beef shippers could seek redress 
at law, and he had no doubt at 
all that they could obtain it. The Grand 
Trnk stood ready to go into court and fur- 
nish proof of the claims made by the 
dressed beef men. ‘There is not much 
likelihood, however, of the dressed 
beef shippers being compelled to resort to 
this course, in order to secure justice. Such a 
step would be the last thing which the 
live stock men and their railroad allies 
would wish for. Should the questions 
in dispute get into the courts, there might 
be some unpleasant developements. It 
might be shown, for instance, that the 
shippers fin the old ‘eveners’” — ring, 
were allowed $15 per car on all live 
stock, whether shipped by themselves or their 
competitors, thereby pocketing thousands of 
doliars belonging to the stockholders in the rail- 
roads, besides crowding their competitors out of 
the market, 

But these facts are not likely to come out. 
Harmony does not prevail among the lines in- 
terested in the live stock business, and the pros- 
pect is that the Grand Trunk will not long occupy 
its isolated position, in opposition to the new 
schedule. The Vanderbilt lines are beginning 
to have suspicions that the Pennsylvania has 
been using themin this matter asa cat'’s-paw, 
to take away o share of the traffic they have

witness sworn was Gen. Gillmore, who said 
that no Alderman had ever consu!ted him upon 
the affairs of his proposed elevated road. A 
man calling himself a representative of the 
Board of Aldermen had called upon him, and 


made overtures suggestive of bribery, This man 


said the Aldermen wanted some of the good 
things of this world, and were willing to pay for 
them. He produced a letter signed “ Ulrich 
Maurer, Alderman at Large,” which introduced 
the bearer as B. Markert, and stated that he 
wanted to see Mr. Gillmore on “ business,” Mr. 


Markert told the witness further that there were 


two cliques in the Common Council: one of 
which was controlled by McCarty and the other 
by Maurer. He did not claim to be apvle to run 
the McCarty faction, and did not mention any 
other member of the Railroad Committec. 

Gen. Woodford denied that any member of 
the Common Council, or a representative of any 
member, had ever spokeo to him onthe matter 
in question, He bad never made a statement to 
that effect, Alderman Maurer admitted giving 
a letter of introduction to Markert, as he repre- 
sented that he wanted to sell some brooms to

THE MAULDIN BOY MURDER.

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FACTS WHICH TEND TO SHOW THE INNO- 
CENCE OF THE ACCUSED LAD. 


Toccoa, Ga., March 6.—Startling develop- 


ments are promised in the Mauldin murder case. 
Aleck Mauldin, a youth of 12, went out hunting 
with Fred Freeman, the 14-year-old son of ex- 
Senator Freeman, and next day the decapitated 
body of Mauldin was found near an abandoned 


bouse frequented by negro gamblers. The first 
{mpulse was that the boy had been murdered by 


some of the negroes, On the Coroner's investi- 
gation, however, the disappearance of Fred 
Freeman was made known, and so many were 
the incriminating circumstances that a verdict 


was reached that Freeman was the slayer of 


Mauldin. Shocked as the people were at the bru- 


tai murder, they were stiil more shockea at 
this revelation, as the Freeman family was one 
of the most respectable in that section. Re- 
wards were offered by both local and State au- 
thorities forthe arrest of the alleged fugitive 
murderer and pictures of him have been spread 
broadcast over the State. At one time three 
boys were heid in different parts of the Stato cn 
suspicion of being the 5 Sage but all were sub- 
sequently discharged. The developments of the 
last day or two, however, have been of a charac. 
ter to make the case still more sensational. The 
friends of Fred Freeman have discovered 
his whereabouts and tell a story of dramatic 
interest. It is that the two boys went 
sauntering down toward the old house, 
where they disturbed two negroes  play- 
ing cards, Seeing themselves discovered, 
they caught the boys, shot Mauldin to death, 
and were about to treat Freeman likewise when 
he escaped in the bushes, The negroes gave him 
pursuit until be was too far from home to re- 
turn, and the first news he heard was the accu- 
sation that he wasthe murderer. Not knowing 
what better todo than to hide out, he adopted 
that course. hoping that the truth would come 
outin time. It has been Jearned that several 
notorious negroes did disappear about that time, 
and search is now being made for the two most 
strongly suspected. Senacor Freeman, it is now 
said, 1s satistied of the correctness of the main 
points of this theory, and stands ready to pro- 


pty his son when his presence becomes neoes- 
sary.

THE STATE LEGISLATURE 


—_——— 
A NUMBER OF BILLS IN RELATION 
TO NEW-YORK. 

SENATOR DUNHAM WANTS THE RAILROAD 
COMMITTEE TO HURRY UP--THE AS.- 
SEMBLY SUPPLY BILL REPORTED. 

AuBany, March 5.—Several important 
amendments to municipal laws were introduced 
in the Assembly to-day. Mr. Lyon had one to 
enable New-York to avoid the difficulties im. 
posed by the constitutional limitation in regard 
to municipal indebtedness, For the purposes 
of local improvements the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners are empowered, after re- 
ceiving the necessary estimates from the 
Estimate and Apportionment Board, to invest 
sums from the sinking fund, not to exceed 
$3,000,000 annually. For instance, no more than 
a million dollars is aliowed annually for the 
erection of new schoolhouses and for the main- 
tenance and extension of the property of the 
Dock Department, while $500,000 is the annual 
limit placed upon the expenditures for armories, 
The erection of a municipal building for the use 
of allthe city departments is authorized at an 
expense of $2,000,000, and for a new Court House 
$1,000,000. The entire limit for armories is $1,500,- 
000. The Sinking Fund Commissioners are given 
a certain amount of discretion in these matters, 
The bill is exceedingly long and naturally quite 
complicated, but tnee are its chief features. 

Mr. Hamilton presented several bills, one abol- 
ishing Pelham Park, which was provided for 
among other parks by the law of 1884. Another 
abolishes the board for the revision and correc- 
tion of the assessment lists, and leaves to the en- 
gineer of the department making improvements 
the duty of fixing the area of assessments there- 
for. The Board of Assessors is empowered to 
revise the assessments thus prepared. 

A bill authorizing the Sunday sale of ales, 
beers, and light wines between 2 P. M. and mid- 
night was introduced by Mr. Conlan, of New- 
York. Thecities upon which this privilege is 
conferred are New-York, Brooklyn, Albany, 
Utica,Syracuse, Rochester, and Buffalo. Mr. Cons 
lan has petitions for its passage, signed chiefly by 
the German residents of these cities. They con- 
tain about 30,000 names. The same bill was in- 
troduced in the Senate by Mr. Worth. 

Ex-Warden Kiernan, of Ludlow-street Jail, 
has a magnificent scheme for adoption by the 
elevated railroads. He wants electric lights es- 
tablished every 300 feet along the line of their 
various routes. He offered a bill to that effect 
to-day. 

The various prison bills have been made a 
special order for next Thursday, 

Mr. Hamilton's Cities Committee has reported 
adversely the bill of Mr. Cantor for a public 
library in New-York. In the absence of Mr, 
Cantor the report was tabled, and will be taken 
up next week. The same committee bas report- 
ed the Gas bill of Mr. Hagan, with some amend- 
ments heartily despised by that eentleman. The 
bill ostensibly provides for ““cheapening gas,” 
and it authorizes the Standard Gas Company to 
come in, tear up the streets, and lay mainsin 
any direction desired. The limit for its gas is 
$1 50 per thousand feet. The committee took an 
amendment from another bill of Mr. Hegan’s 
and tacked it upon this bill. This empowers the 
Board of Gashght Commissioners to pass upon 
the question of tearing up the streets. 

The Supply bill as reported by Mr. Kruse’s 
Appropriations Committee to-day amounts to 
$985,774. Among the items are $10,000 for the 
Forestry Commissioners; work on Saugerties 
*“ Harbor,” $5,000; for Niagara Park bonds and 
interest, $127,500; Commissioners of Fisheries, 

4,000; a new State seal, $200; Newburg armory, 

5,000: improvements to Cupitol boiler house and 
repairs to lighting and heating epparatus in the 
Capitol, $70,616: for Niagara Falis Park, $31,000: 
support of tramps in_ penitentiaries, Roi 
Dairy Commissioners, $20,000; dredging atskill 
Creek, $3,000. It is surmised that the bill will be 
very much pruned before it passes. The bill 
Was made a special order for Wednesday night. 

Senator Dunbam, of New-York, made his first 
speech to the Senate to-day. “I would like,” 

id he, ** to call attention to the fact that the 
Railroad Committee bas had in its possession for 
about two weeks the bill of Assemblyman Can- 
tor requiring in future that the franchises of all 
street railroads in New-York shall be sold at 
public auction. I am aware that the com- 
mittee has been very busy in_ investigating 
the Broadway scandal, but am of the 
firm opinion that it ought to have taken 
some action upon this measure, which has 
already passed the Assembly. Since it has been 
in the committee’s hands a valuable franchise 
has been voted away by the New-York Alder- 
men. I feel constrained to give notice that if 
the committee does not take some action before 
next Tuesday I will make a motion to have it 
a from further consideration of the 
bill.’ 
Senator Dunham believes the bill should be- 
come a law before the cable railroad secures a 
complete title to the 70 miles of streets granted 
it by the Aldermen. He thinks Mayor Grace 
will veto the action of the board, but he is fear- 
ful that unless the Cantor bill is promptly passed 
A move to override the veto will prevail. 

Senator Plunkitt has a strike at the title- 
searching company. It requires the County 
Clerk and Register of New-York to make their 
own regulations for public access to their reo- 
ords, and pronibits the use of these records by any 
company organized for carrying on the business 
of leral searches. 

A bill introduced by Senator Worth provides 
that railroad companies owning lines partiy 
within and partly without the State shall pay a 
tax on their gross earnings proportioned to the 
number of miles owned by them within this 
State's limits. 

Senator Murphy presented a bill fixing 12 hours 
as aday’s labor on the street surface lines of 
New-York. 

When the Appropriation bill came up, Senator 
Sloan moved to substitute for the Assembly ap- 
propriation of $25,000 an appropriation of 
$34,500, to be expended as follows: Salaries of 
Warden, assistant, secretary, clerk, inspectors, 
(one of whom shal! be a civil engineer,) 15 for- 
esters. 5 assistants, $17,500; expenses of Commis- 
sioners. $4,000; expenses of Warden and assist~ 
ants, $2,500; printing, $2,500; attorneys and wit- 
nesses, $5,000; prevention of fire, $3,000. 

In support of the substitution Mr. Sloan re- 
viewed the history of the Forestry Commission. 
It was as yet, he said, largely experimental, and 
an estimate of its needs was tentative. Tne 
Finance Committee had endeavored to equip the 
commission so that its work might be p a at 
the same time observing the economy which the 
stringency of the times and the severity with 
which taxes are bearing upon the agricultural 
community demanded. The items were care. 
fully considered and were believed to be just. 

Mr. Vedder denounced the commission as une 
necessary and declared that the tendency to 
createScommissions was preving upon the vitals 
of the taxpayers. He asked that the item be laid 
over. 

Mr. Sioan earnestly protested against the 
tactics by which it was endeavored to delay 
action on the Appropriation bill. The Finance 
Committee had already carefully considered the 
items of this bill and it was now the duty of the 
Senate to act upon it. 

Mr. Worth thought that it had not been dem- 
onstrated that the Forestry Commission was 
worth the appropriation to be given it. 

Mr. Vedder declared that the Forestry Com- 
a was & worse curse than forest conflagra- 

ons. 

Mr. Coggeshall supported Mr. Sloan in the de- 
mand for immediate action. 

Mr. Vedder moved to reduce the appropria- 
tion to $15,000, which was lost,and Mr. Sloan’s 
amendment was then adopted. 





A QUESTION OF MASONIC COURTESY. 

Curcoaco, Ill, March 5.—On Tuesday 
night the cablegrams from London contained a 
* paragraph stating that the Prince of Wales, as 
Grand Master of the British Freemasons, had 
witndrawn the patent of appointment from the 
representative of the Grand Lodge of Engiand 
at the Grand Lodge of Illinois, because of the 


latter baving severed fraternal relations with 
the English Grand Lodge at Montreal. An 
article is printed here this morning, in which 
the Grand Treasurer of the Lilinois lodge ex- 
plains the relations existing between three 
lodges of Canada, and not only the Grand 
Lodge of Lilinois, but of all other Grand 
Lodges. The question at issue was merely one 
of territorial sovereignty, so far as Masonto 
authority was concerned, and it was at the 
request of-the Grand Lodge of Quebec that 
the other Grand Lodges severed fraternal re- 
lations with three lodges of Quebec which per- 
sisted in holding allegiance to thefforeign Grand 
Lodge of England, instead of submitting to the 
authority of the Grand Lodge of Quebec. Gen, 
Wiley M. Egan said yesterday that the action of 
the Prince of Wales carried no force. It merely 
exposed the real feeling of the English lodge in 
the matter. It had heretofore assumed an air of 
indifference, and jed other lodges in this country 
to believe that it did not wish to encroach on 
other territory. The tact that Quebec is a 
political Province of England should cut no 
figure in the territorial sovereignty of a Masonic 
order. Gen. John M. Palmer, of Springfield 
was the representative of the Grand Lodge of 
England in Iilinois, and his patent of appoint- 
ment was nothing more than was given any 
lodge as an act of courtesy. He did not knuw 
whether the action would lead to any more sig- 
nificant severance of fraternal! ties,

TELEGRAPHY ON AN EXPRESS TRAIN. 

CurcaGco, March 5.—On train No. 9 of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Road, leaviug 
Chicago for Milwaukee at 3 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, the first experiment was made in the 
way of receiving messages on a regular express 
train in rapid motion from the various stations 
along the line of road. Special trains with pe- 
culiar appliances for accomplishing this result 
have on Eastern roads successfully made ex- 

eriments of the kind. This was the first case, 
n0wever, in which a regular. passenger 
train not specially equipped for the purpose 
was in constant telegraphic communication 
with all the stations on the road. For the 
purpose of the experiment the metallic 
root of the car was charged with the 
electric current, anda wire ran from the car 
roof toa table in the car on which the usual in- 
strument rested. George C. McGregor, Manager 
of the Railway Telecraph and Telephone Com- 
my . supervised the work, which was peformed 
oy Messrs. Dingle and Rudd, electricians of the 
company. Communication was kept up with all 
the stations on the line aseasily as if a wire 
bad been stretched direct trom the train. 

The electric current in use for messages On the 
train is conaucted through the air, leaping 
from the roof of the car to the wires beside the 
road and carrying the message sent. Operators 
along the line did not notice the antics of this 
stranger on the wires. The invention, when 
perfected, will permit trains moving in all di- 
rections to communicate with each other. At 
=— trains can only communicate with sta- 

ions, 





INTERESTING FOR JOHN R. M*LEAN. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, March 5.—Mr. Isaac J. 
Miller,a prominent Democrat of this city and 
ex-President of the Board of Councilmen, was 
called before the Senatorial election investi- 
gation committee this afternoon and offered 
some startling testimony. He swore that 


just before the last Ohio . Legislature 
passed the law taking away the police from 
the Mayor and giving the control of the 
Police Department to a: Board of Police 
Commissioners, John R. McLean came to his 
office, on Third-street, and offered him first 
$1,000, then $2.000, and finally $3,000, to say that 
he believed that Police Commissioners would 
appoint better men on the police force than the 
Muyor would. He also offered on condition 
that he make this statement to support him 
heartily for Mayor and to give him more money 
te elect him ayor than he (Miller) would 
himself.

Gowen to seek an alliance with him 1s, he said, 
technically true. Mr. Gowen himself was not 
approached. But Austin Corbin, his friend and 
financial supporter, was. A prominent member 
of the syndicate sought Mr. Corbin soon after 
it was learned that he and Mr. Gowen were in 
close business relations, and Mr. Corbin was 
ardently courted. The missionary told him that 
it was all an oversight and an accident that he 
had not been invited into ‘“*the grand plan” at 
the outset. The syndicate wanted him, and had 
counted on him from the start, a fact—said this 
gentleman to Mr. Corbin—amply proved by the 
fact that a million-dollar interest in the syndi- 
cate had been reserved for him. But Mr. Corbin 
was firm. As an honest man he said he could 
not accept the invitation extended; to do 
60 would be to betray President Gow- 
en and other friends, to whom he 
had plighted his word. He would see 
Mr. Gowen, however, if the syndicate desired it, 
andif Mr. Gowen approved or an alliance, he 
would go in. This did not have a pleasant 
sound to the syndicate, but, finally, after all 
other overtures bad been declined by Mr. Cor- 
bin, he was told that he could see Mr. Gowen, if 
he thought it best,and learn just What terms 
Mr. Gowen would insist upon. That Mr, Corbin 
did, and the result was that hesoon made known 
to the syndicate Mr. Gowen’s ultimatum, and 
the demands of the Corbin-Gowen security 
holders were assented to. Mr, Gowen personally 
had no relation with the syndicate, but Mr. Cor- 
bin was the representative of the Gowen inter- 
est, and the syndicate fully understood and ap- 
preciated that fact. 

How Mr. Gowen was able to loom up suddenly 
as the purchaser of the Vanderbilt stock anda 
dictator to the syndicate can be understood trom 
the story of his business associate giving im- 
portant facts not nitherto known in Wall-street 
orelsewhere outside of a circle of perhapsa 
score of financiers. 

“Last October,” said this authority, “ R. K. 

Dow, a retired millionaire, of Claremont, N. H., 
observing the low prices of Reading securities, 
was tempted from his retirement to seek bis old 
friend Alfred Sully, of New-York, and lay be- 
fore him the subject of the much-needed reor- 
ganization of that Company, at the same time 
assuring him ot the great intrinsic value of 
the properties owned by tbat company. 
Mr. Sully, in order to satisfy his mind 
tuily before making any investments, im- 
mediately sent George W. MDnthridge to 
make an exhaustive tour of inspection of the 
Reading lines and coal properties. This ex- 
amination lasted some weeks, and was co- 
incident with theaccumulation and study of all 
the literature extant on the subject of the de- 
velopment of Reading. As a direct consequence 
of this examination, Mr. Sully began acquiring 
large blocks of the securities of the Reading 
Company, so that at the present time he holds 
upward of $2,500,000, from the general mortgage 
down through the list of juniors. Mr. Dow fol- 
lowed suit almoet as pgs other friends were 
enlisted, so that during the months of Novem- 
ber, December, and January there was a steady 
absorption of all securities offered by dissatisfied 
capitalists in Philadelphia. In January these 
friends also began buying largely of stock, Mr. 
a at this time joining heavily in the move- 
ment, 
‘**In the course of Mr, Sully’s visits to Phila- 
delphia he made the acq:taintance of Mr. Gowen, 
who had just announced his intention of again 
competing for the Presidency of the Reading 
Company. The result of this acquaintance was 
the adhesion of Mr. Sully to Mr. Gowen’s cause, 
and his hearty assistance in the election of the 
latter. Mr. Gowen, learning that Mr. Corbin had 
become a large buyer of stock, immediately 
broachea to Mr. Suily the subject of the pur- 
chase of the Vanderbilt shares. Mr. Suily, 
in conjunction with his friend Dow, im- 
mediately undertook to consummate that 
purchase, and inside of 48 hours’ the 
necessary money was subscribed, and the 
check assed for the entire block of 
stock. his purchase, in connection with the 
heavy purchases of stock already made, placed 
the voting control of the Reading Company ab- 
solutely in the hands of Messrs. Gowen, Corbin. 
Sully, Dow, and their friends. As the practicai 
owners of Reading it became the duty of these 
gentiemen to take care of their property, which 
was being endangered by the non-payment of 
interest on its obligations, The immense pur- 
chases of these securities, which had already 
been made before the appearance of the Drexel- 
Morgan syndicate, rendered this a comparative- 
ly easy task. 

“The plan of ‘the grand syndicate,’ which 
proposed a practical extinguishment of the 
property interest of the shareholders by an in- 
ordinate assessment, and by the increase of the 
capital stock from $87,500,000 to $105,000,000, of 
which $40,000,000 was to be preferred stock, was 
not thought of for a moment, except as so much 
waste paper. The new owners of Reading feit 
themselves amply able to take care of their 
property as well as the full financial equals of the 
a. Meantime, the syndicate bad made 
themselves creditors of the Reading Company 
by considerable purchases of securities,but they, 
not being stockholders and but recent creditors 
bad, by their unwise and ostentatious parade of 
financial power, made themselves obnoxious to 
the public, and thrown themselves open to the 
charge of im pertinence. Their interference was 
resented by all classes of security holders, as well 
as by the stockholders, so that they soon found 
themselves reduced to as much of a following as 
was represented by the securities they had 
themselves bought for the accomplishment of 
their purpose, 

**On the other hand, there was Mr. Gowen, the 
man of the stockholders, possessing their entire 
confidence in the past, and now intrenched be- 
hind a controlling block of the stock, bought by 
his friends for the purpose of rendering his posi- 
tion*impreenable. There was also his coterie 
of influential friends, owning a greater aggre- 
gate of the securities of the company than the 
members of the syndicate themselves. Besides 
this there were organized bodies of the holders 
of securities from the general mortgage down, 
all dissatisfied with and armed against the plans 
of the syndicate. Is it to be wondered 
at that when the latter heard that it 
was proposed to make Mr. Austin Corbin Chair- 
man of the Committee on Finance and Reorgan- 
ization, they concluded it was time to call a halt 
and see whether it was not possible to draw off 
the powerful support of Mr. Corbin from Mr. 
Gowen, and attach it to their own syndicate ? 
Accordingly Mr. Corbin was invited to a piace in 
the Drexel-Morgan syndicate. Of course Mr. 
Corbin could not accept such an invitation, and 
so declared, unless it was on a basis that was en- 
tirely satisfactory to Mr. Gowen. The answer 
was made that the plan of the syndicate was not 
finally adopted, and it could be modified to suit 
Mr. Corbin. Mr. Corbin replied that he would 
take occasion to consult Mr. Gowen as to his 
exact views in detail, but stated, nevertheless, 
that it would be useless to treat except it be 
upon Mr. Gowen’s well-known ideas, which were: 

“*T, No assessment upon stock. 

“*IT. No five-year abdication of power on the part of 
the stockholders, but the control to be restored and to 
remain with the stockholders. 

“JIT, The lease of the Jersey Central not!to be given 


ORs. 1V. The entire independence of the Reading sys- 
tem to be secured against the Pennsylvania Railroad 
and every other corporation.’ 

“The syndicate expressed their willingness to 
treat upon these terms, and asked that an in- 
terview be had at an early date between Mr. 
Corbin and Mr. Gowen, at which the views of 
the latter might be elaborated in detail upon this 
platform. That interview was had, and the 
terms which were found to be mutually agree- 
able to Messrs. Gowen, Corbin, Sully, and their 
friends were secured by pledge to be respected 
in any plan of reorganization which might be 
mutually formulated. lt was with a view to 
secure a consideration of these views by the re- 
organization Trustees befure the plan was 
offered to the consideration of the public that 
Mr. Austin Corbin visited Philadelphia yester- 
day. That interview, while only a preliminary 
one, was May t satisfactory to all parties con- 
cerned, and there is not the shadow of a doubt 
that the concessions which have been made by 
the syndicate will lead to a peaceful and speedy 
solution of the reorganization question.” 

President Gowen wrote the following letter 
yesterday: 

To the Editor of the New-York Times : 

To remove misconception about the position, 
value, and earning power of the property of the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Company, 
permit me to say: 

tirst—In 1885 the railroad, coal and iron, and 
Central New-Jersey Railroad companies’ prop- 
erties together made net earnings equal to 4 per 
cent. upon the aggregate amount of their.

their leased lines of railroads and canals; in 1883 
they made over 6 per cent. upon an equal 
amount, and the average of the last five years 
has been over 5 per cent. 

Second—Excluding the traffic of tne Central 
Ratlroad of New-Jersey, the average yearly net 
earnings (after payment of full rentals) of the 
railroad and coal and iron companies for the 
last five years has been equal to 54 per cent. 
upon the present total funded and floating in-

Third—At $1,200 per acre (a price which other 
companies would refuse for similar property) 
the coal lands of the company would pay the 
entire indebtedness of both companies held by 
the public, leaving the railroad property and

priority, involving neither foreciosure nor forci- 
ble qsseagments, preserving the independence of 
the entire property intact, and providing suff- 
cient cash capital to pay floating debt. 

Pifth—The managers of the company are de- 
laying action in deference to the reorganization 
Trustees, who are in communication with a syp- 
dicate of capitalists, and whose plan of recon- 
struction, expected shortly to appear, if unob- 
joctionable in essential features, will undoubt- 
y be approved by the managers, 

Siath—Should tne plan-of the, reorggnization 
Trustees be objectionable in essential features, 
(which I. have no. reason now to expect,) or 
; shoy d ita publipation be delayed so long as to 

‘prevent - company, Ander it, exercising the 
, option of retizing the general mortgage during 

the present year, the managers will in due time 
issue a plan, already prepared, embracing the 
provisions referred to in the fourth paragraph 
of this letter.

MUST BE DISINFECTED.

ULTIMATUM OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH ON 
THE RAG QUESTION, 

Gen, Shaler, Health Officer Smith, and 
Dr. Johnson comprised the Board of Health at 
yesterday's meeting. Gen. Francis Barlow’s re- 
quest for the board's reasons for refusing to 
grant the petition of several merchants to pass 
imported rags without compelling them to un- 
dergo the patent steaming process of disinfec- 
tion was briefiy considered. The Health Officer 
stood by his policy that the rag disinfecting 


process must have a chance, and the Secretary 
of the board was instructed to send the follow- 
ing letter to Gen. Barlow: 
DEAR SIR: Your letters of Feb, 24 and Feb. 26 were 
presented tothe Board of Healtfat a meeting held 
his duy. | am instructed by the board to say, in re- 
ply, that its action in denying your application to dis- 
charge and land rags from the shipJ.C. Potter was 
based principally upon your own papers and the limit- 
ed permit on file in this department, by which it ap- 
peared that no permit fur rags had been granted for 
this ship by the Health Officer of the Port. Were it 
permissible to grant « permit, contrary to the uniform 
practice of ths department in like cuses, your pupers 
did not show freedom from danger to the public health 
trom this cargo. It seemed evident that no restrictions 
upon the distribution of rags from dangerous sources 
would remain if your consignees refused or negiected 
to conform strictly to the requirements of both the 
Health Officer of the Port and of this department. 
The various considerations involved in this case 
have been previously passed upon by this board when 
permits for other cargoes of rags have been applied 
for, and the arguments presented by you both at your 
hearing and in your letters have been fully considered 
by the board, EMMONS CLARK. 
To the merchants who petitioned for what 
they considered simple justice this explanation 
of the Board of Heaith gives small! satisfaction. 
The allegation that Gen. Barlow’s papers “ did 
not show freedom from danger to the public 
health” from the cargo of the J, ©. Potter, 
strikes them as petty quibbling. “ Had the 
board been disposed to treat the question purely 
on its merits,’ said one of them, * Gen. Bariow 
would have been given an opportunity to prove 
that the rags were free from danger, which he 
could easily have done.” 








THE NANTICOKE DISASTER. 


EFFORTS OF THE MINERS TO GET AT THE 
DEAD BODIES, 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., March 5.—The sit- 
uation at Nanticoke is becoming critical, Last 
week the officers of the Susquehanna Coal Com- 
pany resolved to abandon the work of rescue 
and to leave forever entombedthe 26 men and 
boys who met their death at No. 1 slope on 
Dec. 18 last. Against this decision the miners of 
Wyoming Valley rebelled, andin order to give 
expression to their feelings about 800 of them 
from Nanticoke, Ashley, Wilkesbarre, and 
other places held a mass meeting at Nanticoke 
last night. The Hon. William H. Hines, of Ashley, 
addressed the gathering at somelength. He 
strongly urged the men to take measures that 
would compel the company to renew their ef- 
forts to get the bodies of the men, and not to al- 
low the remains of their comrades to rot 300 feet 
below the surface. Councilman Michael Mee- 
han, of this city, an old and experienced miner, 
who had explored the mine in the interest of the 
relatives, also spoke, announcing his belief that, 
with ordinary caution, there was no danger in 
prosecuting the work of the recovery of the 
men, and urged those present to give expression 
to their opinion in a manner not to be mistaken. 
It was resolved to send a committee of seven to 
Superintendent Morgan to demand that the 
work of rescue be continued. In case of a re- 
fusal it is feared that there will be trouble about 
the mine and breaker, and the feeling just now 
points that way. 

At a meeting of the miners to-night it was re- 
solved that the mines should be worked until the 
committee reported and decisive action was 
taken. Superintendent Morgan to-day stated 
that practical miners would not engage in the 
work of clearing the gangway, and laborers 
wereemployed in this up to the time of stopping 
the work. These miners considered it dangerous. 
It was chiefly on their evidence that the work 
was stopped. He said that if the disposition was 
to strike the company would feel warranted to 
shut down its mines, as they have been running 
ataloss since the duy of the calamity and that 
the state of the market was such now as would 
warrant them in so doing. 





METHODISTS IN CONFERENCE. 

WASHINGTON, March 5.—At to-day’s ses- 
sion of the Baltimore Methodist Episcopal An- 
nual Conference, the Rey. Dr. Morgan presented 
the report of the Educational Board, showing 
an investment of $156,000, with an income of 
$7,921. The Rev. Joseph Price presented com- 
munications from the Women's Christian Tem- 
perance Union of Maryland and the District of 
Columbia asking that the Conference indorse 
the local option and temperance educational 
bills now pending in Congress. The papers were 
referred to a committee. The Rey. Dr. Ky- 
nett, of the Board of Church Extension, 
reported that the board had prospered, but 
was now in need of about $60,000. The 
Rev. D. H. Carroll, D. D., was elected as 
the Agent of the Book Depository, which 
during the year had resulted in a net profit of 
about $4,200. The Rev. R. N. Baer was appoint- 
eda member of the Board of Education, vice 
the Rev. Dr. Dougherty, deceased. The Rev. G. 
W. Hobbs, Presiding Hider, wus presented with 
a handsome watch and chain by the Bishop on 
behalf of the preachers of the Cumberland Dis- 
trict. Miss Mary E. Gorsuch, of Baltimore, gave 
the sum of $500 to the Conference for the benefit 
of worn-out preachers and the families of de- 
ceased members. The Rev. A. M. Courtenay 
was excused from the Committee on Baltimore 
Methodist, and the Rev. L. L. Brown was ap- 
pointed in his stead. The Rev. F. G. Porter was 
excused from the Executive Missionary Commit- 
we, aud the Rev. J. G. Hall was appointed in his 
place. 


Witminaton, Del., March 5.—In the Wil- 
mington Methodist Episcopal Conference at Elk- 
ton, Md., this morning, presiding Elder France, 
of the Eastern District, in submitting his report, 
deplored the serious effect on public morals in 
some parts of the district caused by political 
corruption and the buying and selling of votes. 
He said the Pastors were making a strong effort 
against this evil and also for the encouragement 
of prohibition in liquor traffic. He also thought 
the camp-meetings of the past year bad not been 
very advantageous to religion, and unless they 
can be conducted according to church discipline 
they should be discontinued. The financial 
prosperity of the churches has been impeded by 
the depression in the oyster business. 


THRASHED OUT OF TOWN.

About 10 o’clock Jast night a mob of men and 
boysto the number of about 150 went to the 
house of R. B. Swankin, in the east part of town, 
who is accused of whipping his wife and shame. 
fully abusing his child, and ordered him to pack 
his personal effects preparatory to leaving town. 
He obeyed orders, and soon had two gripsacks 
well filled ready to start. When he made his ap- 


earance outside of the house the mob 

Pell to’ and gave him a beating be. 
fore starting to escort him beyond the 
corporate limits of the town. They then 
marched him to Main-street and, turning west, 
marched to the railway in the west end of town, 
During the march down thestreet he was kicked 
and cuffed unmercifully, and a big burly butch- 
er followed close behind him and every few 
steps struck him with a huge cattle whip. After 
reaching the west end of town they took him 
down the railroad tr about half a mile, when 
they called a halt, t6ok off his coat, and two 
muscular men gave him a terrible whipping 
with blacksnake whips, striking blow about. 
until the blood trickled down his arms and 
fingers. They then compelled him to promise 
never again to return to North Manchester and 
allowed him to depart. The action of the mob 
is denounéed by many citizens.

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THE BUILDING OF A NAVY 
. beets iit tt ae 
URGED AS A NECESSITY FOR THE 
DEFENSE OF OUR CITIES, 
A DEFENSELESS COAST AND NO MODERN 
WAR SHIPS—RBASONS ON WHICH THE 
NEW BILL IS BASED. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—-The House.Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs has comple'ed its report to ac- 


* company the bil) providing for an increase of the naval 


establishment. It points out that the greographical 
situation of the United States and the relations this 
country bears to the other great nations are peculiar. 
‘The United States has norival on the Western conti- 
nent and it justly feels secure sgainst any attack 
an enemy might make upon it by land. But 
it is without adequate means of defending its 
foreign or coustwise commerce, and the cities scattered 
along the long lines of seacoast were absolutely at 
the mercy of any second rate navil power ot the 
world. Thereport goes into a brief retrospect of the 
causes which have resulted in placing the United 
States in this anomalous position among the nations of 
the earth, in orderto decide what should be its policy 
inthefuture, From the days of the brilliant victories 
of Hull, McDonough, and Perry the American Navy 
had been an object of more or less pride and affection 
underevery Administration. The best ships had been 
built and the best armament secured. ‘The United 
States had not aspired to be but it had demon- 
Strated its capacity to become the equal if not 
the superior of any naval power in the world. 
The committee can see no reason why the 
United States should depart from thut policy now. 
It believes that the Government should at least create 
anavy which would be respectable in size, ana that it 
shoula demonstrate its capacity to increase it rapidly 
toany required extent, The Naval Academy kept 
abreast with all the improvements in this era of de- 
velopment, and it had furnished the Government with 
& personnel forits navy unequaled in training and 


But these officers 
wouid be practically useless in case Of warnow with 
any first or second rate naval power, because our ships 
now in commission ure of obsvlete type, and they are 
armed with guns which are practically useless against 
the armored vessels ot to-day. 

In 1860 the era of wovden ships and stone forts was 
drawing toaclose. Some eiforts had been made in the 
direction of armored ships by severs! nations. A 
number of armored batteries had been designed, and 
Napoleon ILL. in 1858 had protected one of his ves els 
with ubout three inches of iron Butt ese were all 
untried. The great battle between the Merrimac and 
the Monitor showed the power an. vu.ue of ironarmor 
for the protection of battle ships, and tne system 
of warfare at sea was revolutionized. ‘I'he United 
States showed wondertul enterprise and ingenuity in 
building irunciad vesseis during the fv.ur yeurs of our 
Civil strife. But since that war ceased we had made no 
advance. Our navy is not equal to what it was in 186s. 
In the meantime all other maritime nations, protting 
by the lessons taught during our civil war, have vied 
With eacn other in improving their navies, iron took 
the place of wood for vesse.8, and now steel! had taken 
the place of iron, both for vessela and guns, -bips of 
wur had grown larger and heavier; guis had grown 
larger and heavier, and tor 20 years the contest bad 
gone on between the power of armor to resist and the 
power of gunsto pierce. lt now seemed to be almost set- 
Uled tbat a modern projectile thrown from the heaviest 
and best gun would pierce at point-blank range 
the heaviest armor a sea-going vessel could carry. 
Yet though this was generally conceded, the guns 
which possess this power are so heavy, so expensive, 
and necessarily sofew upon a vessel, and the cundl- 
tions of acumbatat seaare so different from target 
practice, that the great naval powers of the world are 
continuing, and probably will continue, to build 
armor-ciad vessels. Lieut. Jaques,one of the most 
accomplished ofticers of the United States Navy,in a 
pamphlet on this subject, published during the present 
year, 8uys: 

“lo those who consider armor useless because the 
penetrating power of modern artillery is superior to 
the resistance of modern plates, | would call attention 
to the fact that circumstances attending target prac- 
tice on proving grounds—the fire normal), .uns on fixed 
Diatform. and the range only a few hundred feet—are 
very different from those in battle, where the range is 
great, the armor fitted to the fort or ship is constructed 
to present the least amount of normal surface, and the 
attacking gun and moving ship are ever changing 
their positions. According to Noble, one of the abiest 
inglish artillerists, a thickness of srmor equal to une- 
half the diameter of the projectile will insure almost 
certain impenetrability in the ever varying conditions 
of a battie at sea.” 

But as at present circumstances itis of small mo- 
ment to the United States whether the modern gun or 
mogern armor is superior, We have neither the one 
nor the other—no gun mounted that can pierce an en- 
euiy’s armor, no armor ona Completed vessel or ona 
fort that can resist an enemy's guns. Our heaviest 
granite wall is only + feet thick, while an s0-ton Eng- 
lish gun has thrown a projectile through 25 feet of 
granite and cement. No masonry can withstand such 
a fire. Kven 75 feet of earth would probably not 
resist it, and, if it would, troops could not, without 
ovher protection, work the cannon under the galling 
tire of modern machin® guns, Besides these rapid tiring 
gunsevery modern armored vessel carries pieces rang- 
ing from the 6,8, 10,and12 inch ritled guns upward. 
The best estimate is that a 6-inch rifled steel gun will 
carry trom 6 to 7 miles, an 8-inch from 8 to 9 miles, a 
lu-inch from ¥ to 10 miles, a i2-inch from 10 to 12 
mues. and that the heaviest guns will throw a project- 
ile over 15mules. There is nota town or city along 
our whole coust from which tribute could not be 
successfully exacted by any modern fleet, The follow- 
ing is a statement of the destructibie property subject 
tu the tire of an enemy’s guns tuken froma paper by 
Lieut. Griffin, of the United siates Army: Portland, 
$33,000,000; Boston, $471,000,000; New-York, $1,835,- 
000,000; Jersey City, $118,000,000; Philadelphia, $75¢,- 
000,000; Baltimore, $219,000,000; New-Orieans, $176,- 
000,000; Sun Francisco, $180,000,000. This list omits 
all mention of Wilmington, Charleston, Savanuah, 
Jacksonville, Mobile, and the entire ‘'exas coast. For- 
eign nations have not oniy improved their vessels anda 
their guns,;but have also lined their coasts and barburs 
with heavy iron and steel clad forts. 

‘he torpedo, too, has become a powerful engine of 
naval warfare. Inthe late civil war, during which it 
was tirst successfully used, itissaid that as many as 
23 United States vessels were sunk by Contederate 
torpedoes. Since that time this powerful weapon has 
been largely improved upon. ‘lo the stationary hus bcen 
added the self-moving torpedo. All nations except 
America have adopted and are supplying themselves 
with the Whitenead torpedo which, it is estimated, 
can be automatically impelled fora distance of trom 
6v0 to 500 yards, retaining all the while a given dis- 
tance beneath the surface. Capt. Howell, United 
States Navy, has invented a torpedo which {is claimed 
by the inventor to be superior to the Whitehead. 
This invention is certainly promising, but it has 
not been developed. We have absolutely no 
auto-mobile torpedoes. Our system of submarine 
mines or stationary torpedves has reached,a consider- 
able degree of perfection, but a hostile fleet, protected 
by its armor plates from our shore batteries, could 
with pay meeps by means of auto-mobile torpedoes, 
blust 1ts way through all such Obstructions, We are, 
therefore, absolutely heloless against an invasion 
from the sea, so helpless that your committee wouid 
hesitate to publish the fact to the world were it not 
already everywhere else better known thun to the 
people of America. EKverv grext naval power is pro- 
viding itself with fleet steel vessels to cruise against 
an enemy’s commerce, Excluding the six cruisersn w 
buliding, the navy of the United States, instead of 
keeping pace with the world, ts not << to our navy 
of 1860. ‘Then the navy augregated vessels; now it 
numbers 88 serviceabie vessels, of which elght were in 
commission in 1860 and 16 in 1865. Not one is of 
modern type, nor bas any oneof them modern ma- 
chipery or armament. ‘Ihis statement does not in- 
clude the steel cruisers now approaching completion. 
A statement 1s inserted comparing the strength of the 
navy in 1860 and 1885, the result showing thst in 1860 
the total tonnage was 115,275, with a displacement of 
166,47, (the steamer displacement, 75,141, was all 
effeciive and of most improved modern type,) waile 
in i886 the total tonnage was 82,0U0 and the displace- 
ment 160,817, which includes 16,275 tons of dispiace- 
ment belonging to vessels that were in service in 1860, 

“After studying th+ characteristics of other navies 
we ftindtout we are not only atthe mercy of toreign 
nations, but that our neighbor, Brazil, might exuct 
tribute of any city along our Gulf or Atlantic coast, 
while Chili could enforce imilar demands on the 
shores of the Pacific. ‘I've Riachuelo and Aquidabau 
—tnose formidable Brazilian armored cruisers which 
could steam at 13 or 14 knots an hour from Brazil to 
New-York in 10 days—could with impunity pass 
our forts and anchor in New-York Har- 
bor; but without doing this, their guns 
could easily throw shells Into New-York City from off 
Coney Island beach. The Chiiian vessel Mismeralda 
carries Coal enough.o enable her to steam at elght 
knots an hour trom (/hilito San Francisco without ex- 
hausting half her supply. With her high power guns 
she could lie outside the Golden Gute and lay the city 
ot san Francisco under contribution without going 
within the reach of its guns. Tne Cochrane and 
Bianco Kncalado, other Chilian ships, are protected by 
nine inches of iron armor,jand carry batteries of six 
8-inch breech-loading rifles. 

“\t is the unanimous opinion of your committee 
that the Government of the United States ought not 
longer to permit the lives and property of American 
citizens to be thus manifestly hald at the mercy of so 
many foreign nations. We have therefore earnestly 
inquired what steps ought to be taken to increase our 
means of defense. In the present condition of mari- 
time warfare, considering all proposed means orf at- 
tack and defense. it is a grave question to decide 
in what proportions between the creation of fortificu- 
tions and additions to our naval establishment ex- 
penditures shonid be divided. It js not our province 
to discuss that question. We suppose all will admit 
the value of forts and guns ashore. The nations 
of the Vid World have expended vast sums in the 
erection of iron and steel ciad forts, and they are con- 
tinuing the work. Even for the uses of the navy 
there ‘must be harbors of refuge, and safe anchor- 
age must be provided, where not only naval ves- 
sels, but those of zhe commercial marine, may find 
shelter intime of war. But when we remember that 
the United States have, including Alaska, more miles 
of sea coast than any nation in the world, 
and, excluding Alaska. far more than any other 
country except Russia, a brief consideration of the 
question shows clearly that forts of tron and steel can- 
not within any reasonabie limit of cost be erected so us 
to give protection wherever it is needed. This it is 
caly practicable to do by means of a navy, which can 
follow an enemy to every point of attack. Your com- 
mittee, therefore, having first decided that the Gov- 
ernment should take steps at once for the construc- 
tion of a moderate number of modern vessels with 
armamentsof the most approved type, set themselves 
at work to decide what type of vesseis should be recom- 
mended to the House. The policy of foreign Govern- 
ments has approved of the following types of vessels; 
~« First—The heavily armored vessel of 9,000 to 14,000 
tons displacement, designed for the line of batile and 
coast defense. Of this Class we mention the | ratalvar 
and Benbow, (English,) the Formidable, (rench,) the 
Lepanto, (Italian,) the Catherine, anes.) aad one 
Spanish battle ship. These vessel., because of the 
weight of armor and armament, are of such heavy 
draught as not to be abie to enter any of the principal 
seuports of the United states except *an Franc sco. 
For this, among other reasons, the Committee has not 
deemed it proper to advise the buiidingnow of such 
vessels. 

* econd—Tbe armored cruising und battle ship of 
6,000 to 8,000 tons disviacement, armored with 10 to 12 
inches of steel, or compound piates on belt and bar- 
bettes, or turrets, carrying four 9 tv 12 inch guns, with 
a number of lighter guns, und a powerfui secondary 
battery. with high speed and gr: at coal capacity, cupa- 
bie of keeping the sea for long periods, and designed 
as acruiser or battle ship. Of this type we mention 
the Imperience, (Engiish,) the Admiral Nachimoff, 
(Russte®) the Keachuelo, (Brazilian,) and the Ting 

uen, (Chinese.) Of this class we advise the building 
of two vessels, xs will be seen by the bill we propose. 

* jhird—The belted cruiser, whose water line belt of 
10-inch armor protects its stability and ail vitul parts. 
These vessels are designed to patrol the seas. ‘The 
English are now building seven of this type. ‘he com. 
mittee does not advise the construction now of any of 
these vessels. 

“ Fourth—The protected cruisers of 4,000 tons and 
upward, protected by an armored deck, coal supply, 
and minute cellular division. of large coal capacity, and 
speed running up to 19% knots. These vessels carry 
powerful batteries und torpedo outfits and are de- 
signed as commerce destroyers, and for other service 
in which grent dispaten is required. 

“ #ifth—Cruisers similar to the above of 38,000 or 
4,000 tons dlap‘acement. Of these two ciasses the 
French, (nyiish, razidans, Japanese, Itatians, and 
Rnaxians now have many vessels, and are building 
others. ‘ihe committee has recommended the con- 
etrnetion of three vessels of the characteristics of 
these two classes, 

“ oieth—Lhe torpedo cruisers of 1,200 to 1,700 tons

displacement, designed to cruise in time of peace, and 
in time of war to engage ond dgetroy the enemy's tor- 
pedo vessels and bouts, ‘the committee has recom- 
sg one torpedo catcher and four torpedo 
boats, The Tinited states has not now a single torpedo 
boat or torpedo catcher, aad our Government does 
not now own one auio-mobiie torpedo. 

The report then discusses the question as to the ma- 
terials of which the guns and ships should be con- 
structed, and cites with approbation the co:clusions of 
the senate committee appointed to investigate the 
question. “It wili be seen that we morose in section 2 
of the bill herewith reported that a!l the vessels shai 
be built with steel of domestic manufacture having 4 
tensile strength of not Jess than 60.000 pounds per 


‘ square inch, and an elongation in Singh of not less 


than 25 per cent. Exper:ence derived from the con- 
struction of the Chicago and other vessels recent- 
ly provided for shows there will ve no difti- 
culty in procuring such steel, and that the 
competition therefor ig likely to be gconsidera- 
Snould there be any combination. however, in 
this, or in any other matter against tha Government, 
contingency is amply met by tte provision in section 
of the bill, giving the Secretary of the Nayy power to 
reject any or wil bids made under the provisions of che 
act. ‘The tests of tensile strength and elongation pro- 
vided in section 2 urea little higher than those In use 
by the English, but will probably secure about the 
sime quality of steel. In section 4 of the bill it is 
provided that the armor, used in constructing the 
armored vessels, provided fur and in completing the 
monitors, shall be of the best attuinable quality and of 
domestic manufacture, provided contracts for fur- 
nishing {t in a reasonable time at a reasonable 
price and of the required quality can be made 
with responsible parties; otherwise the Secretary may 
importit. The armor heretofore used in completing the 
Miantonomoh was imported. It is hoped. however 
that. in view of the very considerable quantity ot 
aruior required to carry out the purposes of this bill, 
responsible American firms may be induced to enter 
upon the work ut making such armor as shall be need- 
ed. itis weil “nown that auch is the wish of the pe. 
ent Secretary of the Navy, whois invested with large 
discretion by this and other sections of the bill. Your 
committee have nut considered it prudent,in view of 
the fact that no such armor is now made in this coun- 
try, to limit the Secretary in this matter absolutely to 
the American market. This would be to place the 
Government in the hands of those who might bid. 

* We feel quite confident that if the Government, 
by the pussaxe of the bill reported, shall enter upon 
the work of crenting a respectable vavy, holding out 
all the time such inducements to make armor viatesas 
are provided in this bill, the needed workshops will 
grow up song witothe navy. It isa mutter of history 
that all such great establishments as Whitworth’s and 
Armstrong & Co,’sin Engiand; schneider’s, at Lecreu- 
zet, in Winne, and Krupp’s, in Germany, have been 
creatures Of gradual growth. We hope to see such 
estublishwents in the United States at no distant day. 
‘) heir existence is essential to our complete and per- 
fect security. But the attempt to create such an 
establishment suddenly might prove tothe Govern- 
mentacostly experiment. Asan instance of natural 
growth in this direction we cite the Midvule steel 
W orks, in Philadelphia. ‘hese works made, first, steel 
tor 6-inch guns, equal in quality to the best English 
articie, Next they produced steel for &-inch, and 
now they will soon manufacture forgings for the 
construction of 10-inch guns. side by side . ith 
and as part of this development, the Govern- 
inent shops in the navy yurd at Washington have 
progressed with the manufacture of guns, using 
steel imported from Whitworth’s, in England, when 
necessary and thal made at the Midvale Works when 
obtainable. In iike manner your committee confident- 
ly bope that, using competition as an aid and not in 
hindrance, the arts of forging pene? stee! and of build- 
ing guns and ships of war witl, under the policy indi- 
cated-in tne bill or your committee, develop, in Ameri- 
ca, side by side, und that ina few yeurs we shall have 
thut feeling of national security which can only re- 
sult from the conscious ability to beat back all invad- 
ers, Whether they come by land or sea. 

* Another question your committee have considered 
with great care was whether the ships provided for in 
the bill should be built by contract or in the Govern- 
ment yards, ‘There seems to be no serious question as 
to having all repairs done in Government workshops. 
‘The ditticulty of valuing and defining the work to be 
performed rendefs the contract system so impructi- 
cable that all important naval péwers bave such work 
donein theirown shups. Some,as Mngiand, even es- 
tablish Government workshops in their colonies. 
The plant necessary for repairs and refits is 
almost, if not quite, sufficient for the construc- 
tion of vessels; and navy yards and docss sare 
certainly in better condition to do such work and also 
engage in construction. ‘I'be bill reported, therefore, 
provides that one or more of the new vessels contem- 
piateu by the bill shall be constructed in one or more 
of the navy yards of the United states. Power is also 
given to the secretary to build or complete Govern- 
ment workshops or ve~sels inciuded in the bill in case 
it should become apparent to him that contractors 
have made a combination against the Govern- 
ment. ‘this provision will, it is beheved, 
operate as a security for the Government, 
and will at the same time result in having most 
of our naval vesseis procured bed contract.> ‘the 
weight of evidence is that contract ships are cheaper: 
but there is sulme very strong testimony tending to 
show that Government built ships are cheaper. ships 
have heretofore been built in England almost in equal 
numbers by contract and in the Government dock 
yards. ‘This committee also found that it wa: f'ex- 
pedient’ to extend the practice of builuing ships of 
war by contract. One of the desirabie results to follow 
from this policy with us will be the encoumgement of 
private shipbuilding and the consequent muitipilcation 
of the means of rapidly increasing our naval strength 
in case of need. 

“ ‘The general policy pursued in framing the bi 1 re- 
ported by the committee hus been to leave a large 
sxmount of discretionary pover in the handsof the 
Secretary of the Navy, who wilithus be held resp:n- 
sible for results. One leading consideration urging 
this policy is that changes in the mode of constructing 
vessels, engines, and ordnance are still occurring, and 
it 1s desirable not to embarrass the executive de- 
partment of the Government by unwise restrictions, 
We think it better to leave it free to select what 
muy seem at the moment to be the most de- 
sirable pian. In another respect the present 

is «a departure from precedent. Instend 

requiring that, beioreé making contracts 
for vessels or engines, the secretary should 
bave provided or avvpted ‘full and complete detual! 
druwings and specifications,’ it is required oniy that 
he shall have provided or adopted ‘drawings and 
speciticutions,’ thus leaving bm power to dispense 
with such details as it may be impracticable to require. 
What detail drawings und speciticaiions should be 
required bas been a much mooted point in the con- 
struction of modern engines and vesseis. It has been 
contended before us that it was impossible to furnish 
tuli ana complete detail drawing and specitication be- 
forehand of either vessels ur en«ines, and the practice 
of the Engiish Government has been cited. ‘There it 
has not been the custom to insert in the contract de- 
tail specitications and drawings. the Ravensworth 
commitiee say on this point, as Lo ships: 

**It has been represetited to the commi:tee by sev- 
eral witnesses thut the incomplete und meagre char- 
acter of the specifications furnished by the Admiralty 
and contractors not only increases the time during 
which ships are under construction, bnt also materiai- 
ly enhances the cost of the work, the contractors being 
under the necessity of framing their estimate without 
possessing fuil knowledge of the extent and details 
of the work they mav be called uponto perform. The 
contractors in conjunction with the Adamuraity ought, 
in the opinion of the committee, to complete the spec- 
ificatiuons and designs so that the plans may be, as far 
as possible, agreed upon before the work is com- 
menced, ‘I'his opinion is strengthened by the evidence 
submitted that in the case of several ships of war 
whi h huve been recently built in this vicinity for for- 
eign powers, specifications and drawings have been so 
prepared as to enable the veasels to be compieted 
without important Changes and in a reasonapie time.’ 

“ ‘I'he considerations urged in this extract, as weil as

ble that the Secretery of the Navy should alway: have 
drawings and specifications as minute and specific as 
eer os This the committee dues nut doubt will be

had comparatively Jittle experience in the cons ruction 
of naval engines In some other Ciusses of enyines, 
succ as the Corliss.

this and other respects the bill arms the Secretary 
with ucheck upon contractors. It provides that in 
case he cannot contract at tai prices he may construct 
the engines in Government workshops.” 

The committee then discusses the uppropria fon for 
the completion of the monitors Puriian, Ta-ror, 
Amphitrite, and Monadnock, and suys that it uid ot 
consider the question whether the surosot wuoney 
heretofore charved against hese vessels bad been 

roperly expended. ‘he committ-e@ would not 
bate advised the original coustruction of such 
vessels, but they had reached au udvanced stage 
of compietion, and it was the oOpinitun of naval 
officers that they would be very efficient for 
coust defeuse. One striking advantaye of these moni- 
tors will be the smali umount of surface presented us a 
turget for the enemy’s guns. The fact that so large 
a proportion of their bulls is submerged, while it de- 
tracts from their seaworthy quaiities, wil! contribute 
very largely to their efficiency as coast defense vessels. 
When in line of battle at close range the lite of any 
ironclad is at the mercy of any first-class modern gun 
that may hit the mark. 

“Opinions differ very, widely as to what classes of ves- 
sels would be most efficient, considering the money ex- 
pended. Navies, like urmies, must have different arms 
ot service. Your committee, believing this, have 
sought to distribute the amount of money which it is 
believed the Government can afford to expend during 
the next fiscul year ratably among such vessels as 
seem to be most urgently needed. We trust tne bill 
muy meet with the approbation of both houses of Con- 
gress, and that its enactment into law may, as an im- 
portant step toward the creating of an eficient navy, 
contribute to a feeling of increased national security. 
At present such a feeling of security among well in- 
formed people can only come from the belief that no 
nation will dure attack another when it is helpless.” 

Fob report is signed by every member of the com- 
mittee. 

Ata meeting of the committee to-day Representa- 
tive McAdoo, from a subcommittee, recommended 
that a clause be added to the Naval Construction bill 
providing for the construction of three dry docks—one 
at Norfolk, one at League Island, and one at Brooklyn 
—at an estimated cost of $600,000 each, and appropriat- 
ing $1,000,0U0 to start the work.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, March 5, 1486, * 
The House Committees on Commerce to-dg 
agreed, by a vote of Y to 4, to report favorably 
amendments the Reagan Inter-State Commerce bill.

spirits, an increase of $974,406 on tobaceo, and an ine 
creuse of $496,044 on fermented liquor. There was a 
decrease of $83,221 on nulties. ‘The receipts for 
January lust were $494,307 less than for January, 1885. 
‘Tne principal decrease was on spirits and tobacco. 

In the matter of the monthly payments of the 
Union end Central Pacific Kailroad Companies to the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company, Secretary Lamar 
hus submitted to the Secretary of the Treasury the 
opinion of the Interior Department, as prepared by 
Aseistunt Secretary Jenks, witn reference to the proper 
action to be had by the Government on the contracts 
now in force between the railroad companies and the 
steamship company.

The House Committee on the Judiciary to- 
day resolved to report the Lowell Bankruptcy bill on 
Thursday, March 18 Among the amendments to 
the bill made by the committee are the following: The 
provision for the appointment of nine Supervisors is 
stricken out, The clause ef gvicing that a debtor 
whose commercial paper is duys past due shail be 
placed in invo!untary bankrupte is also stricken out. 
The friends of the bill regarded this provision us of 
the utmost importance and made a strong effort to 
have it retained. A provision is added to the clause 
requiring creditors to give bond upon the issue at their 
request of a warrant for the arrest of the deb or, 
allowing the debt..r to recover exemplary damages in 
cases where the warrant is procured without probable 
cuuse or through malice. A clause is also added to the 
effect that neither the wife nor attorney of the debtor 
shallbe required upon examination to disclose anv 
communication made to them by the debtor, which ts 
poovertes as confidential by the practices of common 
aw. 


The House Committee on Expenditures in the 
War Department continued the examination of Sec- 
ond Controller Maynard to-day in reference to the 
irregular accounts ot the Signal Service Bureau. Mr. 
Maynard submitted a oumber of vouchers for rugs, 
carpets, horses, and other articles purchased by the 
Signal Service which he regarded as irregular, and 
many of which he said sbowed that excessive prices 
had been paid. Among the “specimen b:icks,” as Mr. 
Maynard termed them, were vouchers for $.5 each for 
water-color drawings of birds, which were charged to 
the appropriation for “report and observation of 
storms;” # voucter for $800 submitted by Prof, |.ang- 
ley for “ procuring special transportation facilities for 
delicate instruments;" a voucher for $300 fora Pull- 
man palace car,and another for $600 incidental ex- 
penses forthe Mount Whitney exvedition, Stations 
were alse established, with observers, in Labrador, 
Havana, Kamtschatka, and other places when, said Mr. 
Maynard. nv authority existed for the estabiishment of 
stations outside the United states. He thought these 
irregular expenses would amount in the agurexzate to 
#500,000. Gen. Hazen will be heard in his own defense 
on Tuesday next. 

During the month of February the Secretary 
ofthe Treasury purchased 1,450,000 ounces of silver 
for coinage into standard dollars, being about 500,v00 
less than the usual monthly purchase. It is explained 
that the amount of stlver fell short because no more 
was offered at market rates. The price was higher owing 
to the Increased ex penses of transportation on account 
of bad weather.

— in question. Treasurer Jordan bolds that 

here should be a specific appropriation for such pur- 
chases, and in the absence of such appropriation in- 
variably recommends the rejection of ull bids received. 
The two other members of the commission hold tbat 
the Coinage act. requiring the purchase of bullion and 
the coinage of not less than $2,0'0,0U0 in standard dol- 
lars in each month, is in the nature of a permanent 
appropriation, and confers full authority in the prem- 
ises. ‘Ihe result has been that for several weeks past 
the Secretary has received two reports on the subject, 
the majority report recommending the acceptance of 
the lowest bids received, andthe minority report re- 
commending the rejection of all the bids. The Secre- 
tary bas in each instance seproves the majority re- 
port. and directed that the silver be purchased in ac- 
cordance therewith.

The speedy termination of the railroad 
strike yesterday was due to the mediation 
of Railroad Commissioner O’DONNELL, 
and his success was due to his customary 
tact and the entire confidence reposed in 
him by both parties to the controversy. 
Mr. O’DONNELL once more demonstrated 
that he was the right man in the right 
place and that it would be a public 
loss if he should not be retained in 
that place It is not the first 
time that he has demonstrated that fact, 
and the confidence shown in his good 
judgment and fairness js shared by the 
people all over the State, and has been 
conspicuously exhibited by the mercan- 
tile community in their practically unan- 
imous demand for his reappointment.

ABUSING THEIR RIGHTS. 

THE Times has always shown itself: a 
consistent friend of the workingmen of 
this country,-and it has not been without 
influence in sustaining their cause, It 
has defended their right to:combine and 
to use all lawful means to better their 
condition. Itis true that capital has in 
times past had the advantage over labor, 
and employers have made use of it to exact 


hard terms from men dependent on 
their daily labor for their daily bread. The 


only means that workingmen have to 
defend their rights and secure an equi- 
table share of the product of labor and 
capital is combination. In union is 


strength, provided it is used intelligent- 
ly and honorably; but it will turn to 


fatal weakness if it is used for mischiev- 
ous-ends, for in the case of labor it will 
bring against itself a union of capital 
sustained by the sentiment of justice and 


order on which the safety of society and 
established institutions depends. 

In the recent strike in this city a num- 
ber of mistakes were made which are cal- 
culated to alienate from the labor unions 
the support-of that sense-of justice and 
good order in the community without 
which they cannot hope to gain their 
ends. In the first place, common fairness 
required that before the employés of the 
railroad company resorted to a strike, 
which was to cause-public inconvenience, 


they should present their grievances and 
make an earnest effort to have them reme- : 
died. Only a refusal of their demand 
would have justified a strike. They made 
no serious effort at adjustment until the 
strike was begun and then they made no 
peaceful and orderly effort to,reach a 
settlement of the difficulty. They sim- 
ply attempted to prevent the company 
from running its cars. This led to tur- 
bulence and disorder amounting to a riot. 
Even if it is true, as they claim, that 
they did not themselves resort to violence, 
they furnished the occasion and the 
opportunity for the lawless elements 
in the community and are _ respon- 
sible for the consequences, Then 
‘the organization with which they 
are connected committed a flagrant 
wrong in ordering a strike upon the roads 
whiéh were in no way involved in their 
quarrel. Men whose demands had been 
complied with and who were bound by an 
honorable agreement to continue work 
were dragooned into a violation of faith. 
The public was subjected to inconvenience 
and annoyance by an interference where 
no interference was justified. 
Workingmen have the right to combine 
‘to secure for themselves fair wages and 
«reasonable. hours of labor, and may by all 
“honorable and rational means aid each 
}.other in a.common cause, but they have 
‘no right to do a wrong to one or to 
many in order to enforce their demands 
- upon somebody else. In resorting to gen- 
‘eral strikes, in violently interfering with 
» persons and property and creating pub- 
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| 


ble weapon of boycotting | against 


those who have done them no wrong, 
.they are employing methods against 
which society will be compelled to defend 
itself, The injury they do is not confined 
to capital or to employers, but involves 
workingmen themselves. The real inter- 
ests of capital and labor are one and only 
need a fair adjustment to work a mutual 
benefit, but this adjustment cannot be se- 
cured by unjust methods. 

Already capital is becoming alarmed 
and the effect is seen in the failure of that 
revival of prosperity which the general 
condition of the country favors, The un- 
certainty produced by the methods of the 
labor organizations and the fear of trouble 
which will be destructive of profit in busi- 
ness will deter capital from venturing 
upon legitimate enterprises, That which 
is already in will be driven out or forced 
to take measures to defend itself. The 
result will be the loss of profitable em- 
ployment and increasing distress among 
laborers. Already there are indications 
that manufacturers and transportation 
companies may find themselves obliged 
to take a stand against the methods that 
have been used to coerce them into sub- 
mission to labor organizations, Ifa strug- 
gle between the two great forces is to 
come, it certainly will not benefit the 
condition of workingmen either imme- 
diately or ultimately, but it will in- 
volve them in great loss and suffer- 
ing. But it is not probable that they 
will hold together in such a strug- 
gle, and the structure which they 
have been rearing for their protection 
will topple to pieces under the strain to 
which they are subjecting it. If they 
wish to secure the benefits of union and 
complete and strengthen their organiza- 
tion they must recognize the common 
principles of justice and fair dealing and 
come back to the employment of legiti- 
mate methods, If they conserve their 
strength and keep on their side the great 
conservative forces by which society is 
upheld they may help to establish justice 
and good will and promote the prosperity 


‘of labor and capital alike. If they disre- 


gard the principles of equity and right 
dealing they will involve their own cause 
in disaster. 








SUPERINTENDENT MURRAY’S IN- 
COMPETENCE, 


Superintendent MuRRAY, we are in- 
formed, was “tired but triumphant” 


when he returned to his office on Thurs-: 


day evening. He had reason to be “** tired,” 
perhaps, for he had done a very brisk 
afternoon’s work, but he had no reason 


whatever for feeling “triumphant.” In 


short, the Superintendent’s pusillani- 


mous behavior on that afternoon de- 
monstrated his incompetence for the 
very important post he occupies, 
Neither the Superintendent nor:‘the Com- 


missioners seem to have had either a-clear 
idea of the duties they were called upon 


to perform or the energy and courage to 
perform them effectively. The mob they 
failed to disperse was not: formidable in 
numbers or ugly in temper, and yet'the 


mob had its own way almost as com-: 


pletely as the London mob over which 
Scotland Yard lost its head a few weeks 
ago. 

On Wednesday evening the officers of 
the Dry Dock, East Broadway and Bat-' 


tery Railroad Company informed Super- 
intendent Murray that they should at- 
tempt to a runacar over their line the 
next day. It was necessary for them to 
do this to prevent the forfeiture of their 
charter. They demanded police protec- 
tion while making the attempt. With a 
very imperfect apprehension of his duty 
in the premises Superintendent Murray 
informed them that he “‘ would undertake 
to preserve the peace and protect a car 
for a round trip through Grand-street to 
the Desbrosses-Street Ferry and return.” 


On Thursday afternoon one Dry Dock 
horse car without passengers, escorted by 





, 250 officers under the personal command 


of Superintendent Murray, did actually 
make the trip to the North River and re- 


turn, This was the only car which passed 


over the company’s lines during the day, 
and it was compelled to submit to a total 
loss of custom and of revenues for 
so long a time as_ the lawless 


mob willed. Meanwhile, the property 


of other horse railroad lines against which 
the strikers had no complaint was wanton- 
ly destroyed; carriages and trucks belong- 
ing to innocent people were overturned 
and damaged, and persons having nothing 
to do with either side of the quarrel were 
prevented by the mob’s violence from 
‘peaceably pursuing their ordinary voca- 
tions. 

Now, what would have happened had 
the city of New-York been fortunate 


enough to have in Superintendent Mor- | 


RAY’s place a man of genuine courage 
and backbone? In the first place he would 
have told the Dry Dock Railway Company 


that it should have the protection of the ; 


police not only for one trip but®for a 
dozen or a hundred. And then he would 
have cleared the Grand-Street Railway 
from river to river and would have said 
to the company, ‘‘There is your line 
free of all obstruction. Use it.” It is 
possible that Superintendent MuRRaY was 
restrained from such vigorous and proper 
action by a judicial fear that the strikers 
were in the right of the quarrel, and that 
it would have been an act of unkindness 
and oppression on his part to drive 


them out of Grand-street, The right or , 


wrong of the question at issue was & 
matter with which Superintendent MurR- 
RAY had nothing whatever to do. He 
was facing a mob of men who were break- 
ing the laws and destroying property. We 
presume the Superintendent knows his 
Penal Code. Section 635 of that code de- 
clares that any person who “places any 
obstruction upon the track” of a railway 
‘‘or throws a stone or any other missile 
at a railway train or at a locomotive, car, 
or vehicle standing or moving upon @ 
railway” is punishable by 
ment for ten years if any person 
is endangered by such act, or by 
imprisonment for not more than three 
years if no person is put in danger by 
it. The gravity of the crimes com- 
mitted by the Grand-street mob on 
Thursday can be measured by the se- 


imprison- . 


upon such offenses by the Penal Code, 
Yet not one in a hundred of these persons 
who thus made themselves liable to a long 
term of imprisonment was arrested or 
molested by Superintendent Murray’s 
men. The Superintendent seems to have 
thought it was enough if his men patient- 
ly and laboriously removed the obstruc- 
tions which the strikers or their sympa- 
thizers placed upon the tracks. It did 
not occur to him, except in one or two 
instances, to try a policy of prevention. 
The strikers showed yesterday that they 


had been damaged by the rioting of the 
day before, Indeed, they protested to 
Railroad Commissioner O’DoNNELL that 
the obstructions were placed upon the 
track by the roughs and idle mischief- 
makers of the crowd. Inspector STEERS 
said yesterday, also, that the crowds in 
the streets were made up of roughs and 
thieves, awaiting the chance of any 
excitement to steal whatever they 
could lay their hands on. Against 
roughs and _ thieves who _ gather 
in the streets to destroy property and to 
steal, the law arms Superintendent Mur- 
RAY’S force with full authority and stout 
clubs. The Superintendent ought to have 
been able to determine at once the char- 
acter of the riotous crowd with which he 
had to deal on Thursday; and if the men 
who threw brickbats at his august per- 
son, overturned horse cars, emptied coal 
caris, and converted furniture trucks into 
barricades were really roughs and thieves, 
it was his duty to put every one of them 
within reach of a club into the hands of 
the surgeon or the undertaker. 

This city may as well cease altogether 
the attempt to preserve order if the Su- 
perintendent of Police is to conduct him- 
self in this puerile fashion on every trying 
occasion. The city’s responsibilities, 
financial and moral, to the persons who 
suffered by Thursday’s outbreak, are too 
serious to be passed lightly by. The Rail- 
road Commission of this State informed 
the Dry Dock Company that it must at 
any cost and all hazards run its cars 
or its charter would be forfeited. 
Thus the power of {the State was 


invoked against the company, though 


it had shown no disposition to commit a 


breach of the peace. No-similar notice 
was served upon the rioters. From the 
beginning to the end of the trouble they 
had no warning to cease their lawless 


behavior, and the only rule of safety} 


‘they were required to follow was to 


commit their depredations just before 
the police arrived. The Superintendent. 
even listened with the utmost meek- 


ness and, according to his own 
statement, without protest to Mr. JosrPH 


O’Donnetr’s warning that the strikers 
would resist the ;police. In reply to this 


‘threat to-do a criminal act the Superin- 


tendent seems to have thought it-enough 


‘to say, half apologetically, that it was his 


duty to protect the railroad company in 


its attempt to run a car. It is evident 
that new ideas and new men are badly 
needed at the head of the Police Depart- 
ment. 


THE ACQUIITAL OF HOLLAND, 


There can be no doubt in the mind of 
any man who knows the meaning of the 
words law and order that the acquittal of 


HoLLaND is a monstrous miscarriage of 
justice, The jury that acquitted him ev- 
idently had no conception of the meaning 
of those-words. Their view is that while 
the killing of an estimable-citizen by a 
professional criminal may be an objection- - 
able act and even an act calling for judi- 
cial notice, the killing of a blackguard is 
an act for which the perpetrator should 
not be annoyed by persecution under the 
forms of law. : 

The plea of self-defense put in by Hot- 
LAND is transparently absurd, If he had 


been cornered by Davis when pursuing 
his lawful occasions and compelled to give 
up his money or his life, or to defend 
either, the plea would have been in place. 
The law requires, in order that this plea 
shall.be made out, that a man shall have 


reason to believe that his life is in danger, 
and that he shall retreat from the dan- 
ger before betaking himself to violence. 
There is no pretense that either condition 
was fulfilled in this case. There was no 


evidence that Davis was armed, and very 


strong evidence that he was not. Even. 
Houianpd did not venture to swear that 
his victim had a pistol HoLuanp may 
have believed that his ‘‘swag” was in 
danger, but he had no ground for the be- 


lief that his life was in danger if he con- 











sented to abandon the booty. 


As to his avoiding danger, the evidence 
of everybody, including himself, is that 
he courted it He knew that Davis 
meant to get his $500 by trick and device, 
and he for his part meant to get Davis’s 
$10,000 by trick and device. He was con- 
fident.of his ability to outwit Davis. He 
meant to steal the bait without spring- 
ing the trap, though he was of 
course aware that a man like Da- 
vis would not surrender his money 
without a struggle. This struggle he 
prepared himself for by arming, and in- 
vited by going to Davis’sden. To call 
his killing of Davis under these circum- 
stances an act of self-defense is to insult 
the intelligence of everybody whose in- 
telligence isabove the grade shown by the 
jury that acquitted HoLuLanp. There 
may be some doubt whether his offense 
amounted to murder”in the first degree. 
But the proposition that the killing of 
Davis by HOLLAND was not a crime is one 
that would be generally accepted only in 
a community of savages or outlaws, 

In New-York, so far as the verdict of 
the jury goes, HOLLAND, who killed a 
man in the course of an attempt to rob 
the man of $10,000, passes for an innocent 
man, In Texas it appears that he is re- 
garded.asa hero. His exploit would be a 
very good subject for treatment in a dime 
novel that would fire the ambition of 
scapegrace boys. But among the adults 
of Texas the completeness of his character 
as a hero must be more or less marred 
by his failure to get away with the 
money which was the object of his visit 
to Davis, the killing of Davis being, from 
a practical point of view, a minor inci- 
dent. If he had succeeded in carrying 
away the booty he would have opened a

though it may endear Ho.uanp to his 
immediate neighbors, hardly entitles him 
to hope for national or even State hon- 
ors. He might take to lecturing, 
and a subscription might be started 
to defray the expense of the annoying liti- 
gation to which he has been subjected 
and to compensate him for the discom- 
forts of his detention in prison. If he be 
really an innocent man such a movement 
would be entirely proper. At any rate, 


‘persons who wish to engage in the busi- 


ness of swindling swindlers, and who find 
it necessary in the course of that business 
to kill the other swindlers, have the ver- 
dict of a New-York jury to show that they 
have nothing to fear beyond a temporary 
detention, followed by a triumphant ac- 
quittal. rs 


THE PRICE OF GAS SHOULD BE 
REDUCED. 

The important report submitted at 
Albanya few days ago by the Gas Com- 
mittee was accompanied by a bill pro- 
viding that the price of gas in this 
city should not exceed $1 25. for 
1,000 feet. Senator REILLY had already 
introduced a bill containing the same 
provision. One of these bills should 
become a law. The price of illuminating 
gas in New-York should not exceed $1 25 
per thousand. 

The price is now $1 75, and at this price 
the profits of the business are so great 
that they pay dividends of 24.39 per 
cent. on the capital invested. To compel 
the people to pay so large a dividend to 
companies that exist upon franchises 
freely granted by the people for the 
common good is extortion. The poor 
man can get but 4 per cent, in- 
terest upon the few dollars that he 
may save from his earnings. To-day 
money is loaned on good security at 5 per 
cent. Why do the gas companies of 
New-York demand and take 24.39 per 
cent.? Simply because the people depend 
upon them for light and must pay their 
price or go without gas. Thepriceshould. 
be reduced until the business yields only a 
fair profit to the stockholders who have 
for so many years fattened at the expense 


of the people who gave them the power 


to sell gas, 
But the men who are interested in the 
gas business may point to their books and 








say that with gas at $1 75 they are able. 


to get only 7 per cent. on the stock in- 
stead of 24.39 per cent, Thanks to the 


investigations recently made, that plea is 
worthless. Every intelligent person who 
reads the papers knows that it is a 
false and fraudulent one. It is 


true that the nominal capital of 


the Consolidated Gas Company is 


$39,078,000, and that upon this alleged 
capital a dividend of only 7 per cent. is 
paid. But thatis not the company’s real 
capital, The people’s legislators have dis- 


covered and published the facts about this 
so-called capital stock. There were five 


companies that were consolidated in No- 
vember, 1884, and at that time their capi- 
tal stock (partly fictitious) amounted to 
only $15,500,000. In the twinkling of 


an eye and without the addition of 


one dollar in money _ this 
tal was by a scratch of the pen 
swollen to $39,078,000. The managers 
knew that the people were becoming in- 


quisitive and weary of paying enormous 
profits to men who had at the outset been 
established in business by means of their 
generosity. And the capital stock was in- 
flated in this way in order that the actual 
size of the annual dividend might be con- 
cealed, and for no other reason, Thesum 
$39,078,000 was chosen because it was 
convenient for their purposes. They 
might have fixed upon $50,000,000 or 
$100,000,000 with almost as much regard 
for truth, The capital of this ccnsolidat- 


ed company is not $39,078,000, It is not 


more -than $15,500,000. The annual divi- 
dend (7 per cent. on $39,078,000) is 17.64 
per cent. on $15,500,000. 

But the capital is not even $15,500,000. 
A large part of that is ‘‘ water.” Each 
old company inflated its real capital as 
the new one did at the time of consolida- 
tion—to deceive the plundered consumer. 
The report of the Gas Committee’s ex- 
pert (which, it should be remembered, is 
not disputed) shows that the actual in- 


vestment was not more than $11,215,300, 


capi- 


‘including about $2,500,000 said to have 


been stock issued for the purchase of 
property. Sothat the-dividend must be 
calculated upon $11,215,300, and 7 per 
cent. on $39,078,000 is 24.39 per cent. upon 
this sum. 

This, then, is the annual dividend at 
$175 per thousand. The expert shows 
that of the $1 70 (average rate) 65 cents 
is profit. If the price should be reduced 
to $1 25 the profit would be 20 cents. 
It is probable that the amount of cash 
actually paid in has been overestimated, 
but upon the figures we have quoted this 
proposed reduction would lower the an- 
nual dividend from 24.39 per cent. to 
7 1-2 per cent. This would be ample. 
It ought to satisfy the capitalists 
who have received $79,418,708 in ben- 
efits from an investment not ex- 
ceeding $11,215,300, and probably some 
millions less than that. The fact 
that such a reduction might lower the 
dividend on $39,078,000 to 2.15 per cent, 
should not be allowed to have weight, 
for the alleged capital of $39,078,000 and 
the alleged dividend rate of 7 per cent. 
are both shams, held up to deceive the 
people. If the company had not disclosed 
this stock-watering trick a comparison 
with the stocks of foreign companies 
would reveal the job. One of the Lon- 
don companies produces and distributes 
more gas than is produced by the Consoli- 
dated Company, but its capital is only 
$11,401,800. That company requires only 
$2 69 of capital for a thousand feet of gas, 
while our company seems to require 
$10 23. And the London company sells 
its gas for only 68 cents a thousand, pay- 
ing an honest dividend of 12 per cent, 
even on that price. . 

Undoubtedly the gas pirates will cause 
a great deal to be said about “innocent 
investors” if the Legislature shall do its 
duty in this matter. Apparently an at- 
tempt has been made to unload some of 
this inflated stock upon the public. When 
the Gas Committee made its inquiry one- 


gone into the hands of new 
holders, and other shares have prob- 
ably followed these. But how can 
any intelligent person be igno- 
rant of the facts revealed by that 
committee? For many months these 
facts have been spread before the public, 
In such a case as this the buyer must look 
out for himself. The interests of, the 
people of this great city dernand that the 
price of gas shall be reduced to $1 25, 
and those interests should not be sacri- 
ficed for the protection of a few holders 
of watered stock that was bought after 
the history of its manipulation had be- 
come known from one end of the town. 
to the other. 


THE DESERT BLOSSOMING. 

We have from time to time directed 
attention to evidence showing that the 
farmer in the far West has been driving 
the desert before him. The cultivation of 
soil in the neighborhood of the one hun- 
dredth meridian has greatly increased the 
rainfall, and a broad belt of land which 
not long ago was regarded as part of the 
“arid region” has become fertile and is 
yielding good crops) An Omaha paper 
now declares that the ‘“‘ desert” has re- 
treated to the western boundary of 
Nebraska. The line of sufficient rainfall 
has advanced from the ninety-fifth merid- 
ian as far asthe one hundred and second, 
and has even passed beyond that merid- 
ian, for it is said that “during the past 
two seasons crops have been grown in the 
westernmost counties of central and 
northwestern Nebraska, and the rainfall 
has been ample for all the needs of the 
agriculturist.” The western boundary of 
the State coincides with the one hun- 
dred and fourth meridian. 

Three or four weeks ago the-owneérs of 
Western cattle ranges held a. convention 
at Denver and formed an association. 
The range men are wiser now than they 
were when they met at St. Louis, The 
irrepressible Judge BrELFoRD made a 
*‘halcyon and vociferous” speechin which 
he berated them for not supporting the 
old demand for the leasing of the entire 
arid region. ‘‘Are you giving up 
the struggle for your rights,” he 


cried, ‘‘ because an Administration born 
and bred in the State of New- 
York has told you that you are 
thieves? What:we want to do is to tell 
these Eastern autocrats that we propose 


to graze our cattle upon the public do- 
main and that we defy them to stop-us.” 


But the Judge was not an ‘accredited dele- 
gate and the convention did not seem to 
enjoy his eloquence. It was engaged in 
forming an organization for‘the benefit of 


cattle owners and was devoting more 


time to business than to national legisla- 
tion. The newspapers of Denver had ad- 
vised the delegates to take a conservative 
course with reference:to the land question, 


and to carefully reflect ‘“‘ upon new facts 


which modify the theories of a few years 
ago.” The Tribune-Republican said: 


““Ten ora dozen years ago, when the farmer 
ofeven central Kansas starved from drought, it 
was believed that tho westward limit of settle- 
ment without irrigation had been reached. But 


the developments of the year just passed con- 
vince us that no man can say how far upon the 


grazing iands the homesteader will venture. 
Kansas and Nebraska counties bordering upon 
the Colorado line and right in the centre of the 
*desert’ have been settled as if they constituted 
an agricultural paradise. Men have stood in 
line a hundred deep at the Land Offices waiting 
their turns to enter land upon which as little 
rain falls as in the most arid spot east of the 
Rocky Mountains. If this move can be made to 
pay them it simply means that all the plains 
will be*homesteaded within a few years. It 
means that the large herds will disappear and 
that the lands will be fenced by their real own- 
ers. In short, it forebodes another change in 
the evolution of the arid cattle-grazing business 
greater than any that has gone before.” 

These are the words of a paper in full 
sympathy with the cattle-raising interest, 


addressed to a meeting of the representa- 


tives of that interest. They not only cor- 


roborate other evidence concerning the 
transformation of the arid lands, but also 
show that the extension of the region of 
arable land is something which the cattle 
owners cannot afford to ignore. It seems 


to us that this subject is one that should 


be carefully examined by the Govern- 
ment. The facts, which are of great im- 





portance, should be established and set ;

IRELAND'S ROSY PROSPECTS, 


HOME RULE BELIEVED CERTAIN UNDES 
GLADSTONE. 

Avcusta, Ga., March 5.—John F. Arm. 
strong, the Georgia member of the Irian Na« 
tional League, attended the sessions of the com~« 
mittee in Chicago in January and sailed from 
New-York for Ireland shortly after. He was 
commissioned by the National Committee to 
deliver papers to Mr. Parnell and intrusted with 
remittances to the Parliamentary fund. Arm. 
arenas returned home here yesterday. He says: 

Yes, I saw Mr. Parnell in Dublin. He is in fine 
spirits and says Ireland's prospects were never 
brighter than at present. We may expect a 
& Message from Mr, Parnell at no late day treat- 
ing on Irish atfairs. Its subject matter bas been 
intimated tome. Mr. Parnell is confident, and 
has a right to be. The very construction 
of the Gladstone Government is almost a 
guarantee of home rule under the present 
administration. Mr. Gladstone is in favor of 
granting home government, and so is Mr. Mor. 
ley. He is known to be in favor of restoring the 
Parliament of Dublin, and granting to Ireland 
all the rights now secured to Canada, ‘The truth 
is, England is tired of the whole affair. The 
agitation has been so constant that present in- 
justice has been made manifest, and the people 
wish to restore to Ireland the administration of 
her own affairs on her own soil. The Irish lead. 
ers, while they believe thé iufant indus. 
tries which would exist under a- new gov- 
ernment of Ireland should be protected, 
especially against English competition, area 
willing to waive tbe tariff question and accept 
for Ireland the administration of justice anda 
control of the police power. I[ do not think the 
Gladstone Cabinet will go to pieces on the home 
rule question. On the contrary, I believe home 
rule will. in some shape, be granted under the 
present Government. If an appeal were made 
to the people Mr. Parnell would be satisfied. 
Probably he might not return as many Nation« 
alist members of the House of Commons as at 
present represent constituencies, because he 
would not oppose Liberals running on a home 
rule platform, but in the end his object would 
have been accomplished. Ireland will have 
another land act at all events. All the best lands 
are held up for pastures and grass lawns, while 
the poor sections are meted out to the nusband- 
men, The land is virtually taken from tillage. 
This must be remedied. Besides, prices for stock 
have gone down to such an extent that preserva. 
tion of pasturages is proving unprofitable, and 
ane press lands will soor open up to cultiva- 

on.

REPUBLICAN EXECUTIVE COMMITTER 
FROWNING ON MR. JACOBUS’S PLAN. 
The members of the Executive Commit. 
tee of the Republican County Convention last 
night further discussed the relative merits of the 


two plans for party reorganization presented by 


the special committee of the County Committes 
and by John W. Jacobus. The differences be- 


tween the two plans and how they both amend 
the present constitution have been fully ex-~ 
plained in THE Trams. At last night’s meeting: 
Mr. Jacobus argued in favorof his plan, which 
recommends a return to the old system of Re- 
publican organization. He pointed out alleged 


defects in the present system, and sald thatsome 
change was necessary. He could not indorse the 
plan proposed by the special committee because 
it contained many objectionable features of the 
present system. 

Charles N. Taintor moved that the plan sub- 
mitted by the special committee be read and! 
considered section by section. This was sgreed! 
to, The members present decided, after over 


three hours’ work, to recommend the County 


Committee to adopt the plan of the special com- 
mittee, which continues the present system of: 
enrollment of Republican voters throughout the 
city. Severai amendments to the pian were, 
however, offered and agreed to. One was to 
make the basis of representation in the County 
Committee from each Assembiy district one del- 
egate for every 150 Republican votes in place of 
one for every 100 Republican votes cast 


at the Presidential election. It was also 
decided that new names could: be added 
to the hist of enrolled Republicans during 
each year upon the proposition of any member 
of the organization. These two amendments 





| were the principal ones favorably acted upon.

ty Committee, was not present, nor were several 
other prominent members. It ts expected that 
when the Executive Committee makes its report 
to the County Committee there will be much 
opposition to its adoption.

RUSHING TO PAY THEIR TAXES.

PREPARING FOR A LONG AND BIT- 
TER STRUGGLE. 

ENIGHTS OF LABOR THREATEN TO PARA- 
‘LYZE BUSINESS IN THE SOUTHWEST— 
THE MALLORY BOYCOTT EXTENDED. 

GaLveston, March 5.—The fresh out- 
break of the Knights of Labor boycott against 
the Mallory Steamsbip Company, in connection 
with the widespread labor troubles in North 
Texas, causes most serious apprehensions 
and uncertainty bere. The history of the

Matters have now 
reached the point where either the Knights must 
recede from their position as whipped, or with a 
high hand compel the business interests of the 
city and State to enforce the compact entered 
into by the citizens of the Arbitration Committee 
last November with the District Executive 
Board of the Knights of Labor.

Leaders here openly claim that 
50 well acquainted are the members with 
the cause at issue that not 50 Knights out 
of the entire 20,000 will disobey the final 
prders when they are issued. About 20 
Knights employed at the shippers’ cot- 
ton press struck this afternoon because 
potton was being compressed for the Mallory 
Company. It is thought to-night that all five of 
the great cotton presses will be idle after Satur- 
day night. President Sealy, of the Santa 
FE is now in New-York. It was 
he who pledged the good faith of 
Agent Sawyer, of the Mallory Line, to abide 
the result of last Ncevember's arbitration. Al- 
though the Knights assert positively that Saw- 
yer has failed to fulfill the letter and spirit of 
that agreement, yet they do not hold the Santa Fé 
Road or President Sealy responsible for the bad 
faith of the Maliory’s. 

District Officer Black has the proxies of 
his associate members of the Executive 
Board, and the edict will undoubtedly go 
forth to-morrow ordering every knight on 
the Santa Road to. strike. Black 
pod otter leading officials exhibit no 
hostility to the railroads, but assert that it is 
merely a matter of principle whether or not the 
Maliorys can refuse to abide the result of fair 
arbitration with perfect impunity. In truth the 
issue is 650 sharply drawn that the 
Knights admit that their defeat would imperi 
the continued existence of the order in Texas. 
No arbitration is suggested now. Both sides 
expect a prolonged and serious struggle. It is 
probable as soon as both the railroads feeding 
the city are blockaded that a number of whole- 
pale houses will for the time being discharge 
their help and close their doors. 

The strike on the Texas Pacific at Dallas has 
thus far had no appreciable effect on business in 
that city. The attempts made by the citizens’ 
committee at Marshall to effect a settlement by 
arbitration have thus far failed. The strikers 
claim that the Gould roads have violated the 
agreement entered into at St. Louis in March, 
1885, when the strike was settled by Gov. Glick, 
Gov. Crittenden, and ex-Gov. Brown, Solicitor- 
General tor the Gould roads. Receiver Brown, 
pf the Texas Pacific, emphatically denies any 
violation of the agreement. The three days 
nilowed by Receivers Brown and Sheldon 
for the strikers to resume work expired 
yesterday, and the Receivers have prepared 
a circular notifying themen who refused to re- 
turn to work that they are no longer iu the em- 
ploy of the company, and warning the strikers 
not to congregate about the station warehouses 
to intimidate those who are willing to work. 
The circular says that if the men persist in such 
intimidation the Receivers will ask help from 
the United States courts. 

United States Circuit Judge Pardee last even- 
ing sent full telegraphic instructions from New- 
Orleans to the Receivers of the Texas Pacific 
ordering them, in case of the obstruction of the 
line by strikers, to immediately apply to the 
United States court foran order to the Marshal 
of the district to at once restore possession and 
eontrol of the company's property. All negotia- 
tions at Marshall bave fallen through, and the 
strike bas assumed amore serious phase than 
at any time since its commencement. The 
meeting of the local trade assemblies at Dal- 
Jas adjourned after midnight last night. It was 
determined that the Mailory boycott should be 
immediately enforced against the Gulf, Colora- 
do and Santa Fé and the Missouri Pacitic Road. 
An order wil! at once be issued that every 
Knight of Labor working on either of these 
‘lines must refuse to handle freight consigned to 
or from the Mailory Company. This will bring 
matters to a crisis, as the roads will be com- 
pelied to discharge the men who _ refuse to 
bandle the boycotted freight, and then a gen- 
eral strike will probably follow.

No information concerning the proposed boy- 
cotting of the Missouri Pacific Railroad by the 
Knights of Labor in Texas has yet been re- 
ceived at the main Office of that company in this 
city. One of the officers of the company said 


that no intimation of astrike on that line had 
been received. There has undoubtedly been a 
general apprebension of trouble among the 
managers of the Missouri Pacific and the mana- 
gers of the Guli, Colorado and Santa Fé Road 
ever since the beginning of the Mallory boy- 
cott in Galveston. The striking employes of the 
Mallory Line invoked the aid of the Knights of 
Labor throughout the State of Texas to compel 
a compliance with their demands. The agent 
of the Mailory Line promptly replaced the 
strikers with men who were willing to work on 
his terms. This would have made the Mallory 
Line independent of the strikers had not the 
Knights of Labor undertaken to boycott the 
Texas railroads that handled freight going to or 
from the Mallory Line. The Missouri Pacific 
and Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fé Roads con- 
tinued to handle the Mallory’s freight in spite 
of the threatened boycott, and if those two 
roads are now crippled a practical suspension of 
transportation business in Texas must ensue.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

Last night’s performance of “Die 
Walktire” was the final evening representation 
of the season at the Metropolitan Opera House. 
The theatre was crowded in every part and 
everybody remained until the final scene, 
although the curtain did not fall until 
within a few minutes of 12 o'clock. The 
rendering of “Die Walktire” by Herren Stritt 
and Fischer, Friulein Lehmann, Friiulein Brandt, 
and Frau Krauss has been commented upon so 
frequently in these columns that it need not be 
referred to anew. Notwithstanding the occa- 
sional deviations from accurate intonation which 
all the singers except Friiulein Lehmann must 
be taxed with, and in spite of a very few 
details of the mise en scéne, that might be bet- 
tered—first and foremost among which should 
be cited the injudicious use of the magic 
lantern for the purpose of projecting pictures 
of flying Walkyries on the clouds—the perform- 
ance is a noble one, and one that invites and re- 
pays repeated bearing. Portions of it, thanks 
to the sustained beauty and appropriateness of 
the music, will be remembered, it is safe to pre- 
dict, long after the work, as a whole, has made 
way for creations characterized by greater 
spontaneousness, and for achievements of a 
more appreciable sort. Of these, we fancy, 
Siegmund’s Jove song, the hero's first duet 
with Brunehild, the ide of the Walkyries, 
Wotan’s duet with Brunehildfi and the 
rescene, !will live longest in the memory 
ot persons that have frequented the 
Metropolitan tbis season. Especially touch- 
ing and impressive was the third act of “Die 
Walktiure” last evening; vocally Friitillein 
Lehmann was at her best, and if the compass 
of Herr Fischer’s voice kept him from making 
the music assigned to him quite as striking as it 
might have been, any slight shortcomings in 
this ; direction were !offset by a delivery 
that could not readily be surpassea in deep feeling 
and breadth of pbrasing. After the second act 
all the artists were summoned before the cur- 
tain, and Herr Seidl, who conducted the repre- 
sentation with his wonted energy, and with even 
more than his wonted physical activity, was 
given a wreath of Jaurel, from which depended 
two crimson ribbons, bearing in gold letters the 
signatures of the stockhoiders of the house,

THE SYMPHONY SOCIETY. 

The public rehearsal prefacing the fifth 
concert given this season by the Symphony So- 
ciety of New-York occurred yesterday after- 
noon at the Metropolitan Opera House. The 
programme, the interpretation of which oc- 
cupied two hours, w»s of an interesting char- 
acter. Gluck, Schumann, Rubinstein, Goldmark, 
and Fuchs were represented by effective compo- 
sitions, and the band’s performance of the works 
chosen for interpretation was characterized 
by a sympathetic spirit and an energy that have 
of late been somewhat missed in places where 
listless and inaccurate playing has occasionally 
suggested long-continued over-exertion. One 
trait was particularly conspicuous in yesterday’s 
orchestral execution—the beauty and volume 
of tone given forth by the band. Its lovely 
quality was especially observable, so far as the 
strings were concerned, in Fucbs’s now familiar 
serenade in D major, opus 9, and when it is 
added that the sprightly tempo di minuetto 
of this dainty bit of writing was rendered 
with remarkable vivacity and crispness and that 
the final alliegro was almost as felicitously 
played, the enthusiasm of the listeners over 
the number will be easily understood. Gold- 
mark’s ** Penthesilea’’, overture, a composition 
ot rather goodly pfoportions and including 
three divisions, the first of whichis richly harmo- 
nious while the second is bright and muscular 
and the third half piacid and half sombre and 
agitated, was also capitally performed. The 
overture to Gluck’s “Iphigenia in Aulis” 
was the first number on the programme, 
and Schumann's B flat major symphony, No. 1, 
opus 88, the last. The symphony, according to 
Schumann’s biographers, was written in the 
happiest days of the composer’s life, and a re- 
fiection of his bliss is found in its freshness and 
serene beauty. At the same time, it must be 
reckoned with the musician’s earliest efforts in 
symphonic composition, and it scarcely ranks 
with the products of bis riper genius. It was in- 
terpreted with feeling and warmth yesterday, 
but there were parts of the work in whicha little 
more decision and freedom and greater prill- 
iancy of tone would have been desirable. Ru- 
binstein’s contribution to the concert was in 
shape of the master’s piano concerto in D minor, 
No. 4, Herr Franz Rummel being the gvloist. 
This exquisite achievement is well known to mu- 
sic lovers, and the originality and wild fra- 
grance of its themes, and its tonal charm, 
the impression of which is never impaired 
by technical difficulties introduced with the 
sole object of revealing the virtuosity of the 
executaxt, delight the attentive auditor more 
and more at each successive hearing. In the 
opening moderato, Herr Rummel’s superabun- 
dance of fire and physical -trength now and then 
injured the quality of the tone produced, and 
interfered once or twice with the absolute pre- 
cision of his execution; the larghetto, however,

THE ART SALE FINISHED 


SHARP BIDDING FOR THE MOR- 
GAN COLLECTION. 
OBTAINING $885,800 FoR THE 240 PICTURES: 
—PAYING $45,500 FOR BRETON’S 

** COMMUNICANTS,” 

The greatest art sale ever held in this 
country, that of the paintings belonging to the 
collection of the late Mrs. Mary J. Morgan, was 
concluded at Chickering Halllast evening. The 
third lot of the 80 paintings sold for $487,925, or 
$70,550 in excess of the sum receiyed tor the 
160 paintings sold on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day evenings. The average price paid last 
night was $6,099 50, and the 240  pict- 
ures brought an aggregate of $885,300, 
or an average price of $3,688 75. The highest 
prices paid were those paid at last night's sale, 
andthe greatest price was $45,500, which was 
paid for Jules Bréton’s ‘*Communicants,” a 
large canvas representing a party of young 
girls dressed in white marching through a village 
street on their way to church to partake of the 
sacrament. It was a daring attempt on the 
part of the artist to handle a mass of 
white with no color to relieve it. The 
picture, which, it was thought, might bring 
$30,000, was started at $20,000 by 8. P. Avery. 
He, Walter Watson, who represented Donald A. 
Smith, and Knoedler, the art dealer, raised the 
price rapidly by bids of $500 until Mr. Avery 
bid $30,000, which was greeted with round after 
round of applause. By $500 ata jump the price 


rose, and the audience was quiet as a mouse un- 
til Mr. Avery’s bid of $85,000 again evoked long 
and hearty applause. On went the bidding, and 
the California millionaire, Charles Crocker, took 
a hand in the bidding personally, and excitedly 
made his bid of $37,000, which again set the audi- 
ence in an uproar. On and on the bidding went, 
a five-hundred-dollar step being taken each 
time, until $40,000 was bid. Mr. Avery had 
dropped out, and the contest was now between 
the California millionaire and his Canadian rival. 
The price for the coveted canvas advanced 
rapidly, but surely. 

* Forty-five thousand,” shouted Mr. Crocker’s 
representative, a bid which broke the oppressive 
silence. Applause followed it. 

“And five hundred” came in the same quiet 
determined tones from Mr. Watson. 

* Forty-five thousand five hundred” called Mr. 
Kirby two orthree times. Mr. Crocker looked 
in Mr. Watson’s direction as if he would like to 
choke off that exasperating five-hundred-dollar 
bidder, He tugged a momentat his gray goatee, 
turned and whispered to a party of friends who 
were with him, and then, apparently satisfied 
that he could not buy, sank back in his chair 
and gave up the contest. 

*“ Sold,” said Mr. Kirby, as he brought his 
mallet head down on his desk with a sharp rap 
and then the audience rose as they cheered and 
applauded the plucky buyer. It was a fruitless 
contest for Mr. Crocker to enter, for Mr. Wat- 
son bas received instructions to buy the picture, 
no matter what it might cost. 

Mr. Crocker fared badly again in his attempt 
to buy the brilliant bit of color painted by J. G. 
Vibert, called ** The Missionary’s Story.” It was 
applauded when it was set on the easel, and the 
selling bezan with a bid of $15,000 by C. P. Hunt- 
ington, Auctioneer Kirby had no opportunity 
to announce the bid, for Mr.Avery at once made 
it $20,000. By bids of $1,000 ata time it went up 
to $25,000, and then Mr. Avery made his last 
assault with a bid of $25,050. 

Mr. Huntington nodded to the usher, who 
shouted: ** Twenty-five thousand five hundred,” 

Mr. Huntington pushed bis silk skull caf fur- 
ther down over his head and leaned over 
toward his wife, who looked anxious but deter- 
mined, Both breathed a sigh of relief when they 
found that that bid had captured the prize. 

Another lively contest, wnich took on a tri- 
angular form, was that for the purchase of a 
very attractive canvas by Knaus, entitled, ** The 
Hunter's Repast,” and representing a hunter 
and his dog taking their noonday meal by the 
roadside. It was_ started at $5,000, and 
Messrs. Avery, Huntington, Chapin, and 
Crocker bid on it until $12,000 was of- 
fered. Then Mr. Chapin dropped out and 
Mr. Rockefeller, and Mr. Arnaud, of Elmira, 
camein, They two, with Mr. Avery, kept at it 
alone after $14,000 was passed, and Mr. Arnaud 
kept adding $50 bids to those made for Mr. Rock- 
efeiler, until he finally secured the prize with his 
bid of $16,400, and was greeted with hearty ap- 
plause for his pertinacity. 

Charles A. Dana, C. P. Huntington, and Lo- 
renzo Delmonico had a lively contest for For- 
tuny’s “ Rare Vase,” which was started at $2,000. 
Messrs. Crocker and Rockefeller bad a hand 
in the bidding when the figures went 
high, and finally only the former bid 
against Mr. Dana, who finally succeeded in 
making the successful bid of $7,100. There 
were also very sharp competitions for 
Millet’s ** The Spinner,’’ which was started by C. 
P. Huntington for $10,000 and finally sold for 
$14,000; for Rousseau’s “'l'wilight,”’which,started 
at $5,000, finally soid for $15,500; for Henner’s 
* La Source,” a nude which ran from $2,000, its 
starting price, to $10,100, and for Corot’s ** Wood 
Gatherers” and * Lake Nerni,” the first of which 
was bought for the Corcoran Art Gallery at 
Washington for $15,000 and the latter selling for 
$1,000 less. , 

Of the famous military pictures, Meissonier’s 
*The Vidette, 1812,” was sold at $15,000 to S. P 
Avery for acustomer; De Neuville’s ** Infantry” 
was sold to Mr. Crocker for $5,300, and Détaille’s 
** Klag Officer” went to the same customer for 
$7,150. Perhaps the greatest bargain of the en- 
tire sale was that of Constabie’s ‘* English 
Landscape,” which was started at $1,000 and 
was sold for $3,350 only, after very hard work 
on the pert of the auctioneer. It 
was once sold at auction in London for $450, and 
Mrs. Morgan paid $7,500 for it. Millet’s ** Churn- 
er,” for wnich she paid $18,000, sold for $8,100; 
Knaus'’s *“ Hunter’s Repust.”* for which she paid 
$4,000, sola for $16,400; Alma-Tadema’s 
“ Spring.’’ which cost $14,000, sold for just one- 
half that amount; a Diaz, ** Boy With Hunting 
Dogs,” for which she paid $7,000, sold for $4,500, 
and “The Holy Family,’’ by the same artist, 

for which she paid $9,500, sold for $4,100. 

The entire lot of pictures, 240 in number, cost 
Mrs. Morgan nearly $1,200,000, and the sale 
brought within about $300,000 of what she 
originally paid for them. 

The buyers at last night's sale included a num- 
ber of new names, The great struggle was 
over Jules Breton’s ** Communicants,” which 
was finaily secured by Walter Watson, res- 
ident agent of the Bank of Montreal, who 
purchased 1t for Donald A. Smith, of Montreal, 
a Director of the Canadian Pacific Railroad. 
Most of the gems went to other railway mag- 
nates, C. P. Huntington securing Vibert’s * The 
Missionary’s Story,” Van Marcke’s ** Going to 
Pasture,” and Schreyer’s “An Arab Scout.” 
Calvin 8S. Brice, who rose to opulence by the 
operations of the Seney syndicate, purchased 
the big “ Twilight” by Theodore Rousseau. 

Among the pictures bought by Knoedler & 
Co., who have throughout the sale been acting 
for Charles Crocker, were “ Prayer,” by Edward 
Frere; “St. Martin’s Day,” by L. Knaus; 
“Cows in a Pool,” by E. Van Marcké; 
“Spanish Fortune Teller,” by J. Worms. 
De Neuville’s “Flag Otficer,” the Diaz “ Boy 
with Hunting Dogs,” Troyon’s “ Pasture,’ 
and Bouguereau’s “Italian Mother and 
Child,” the “* Tiger and Serpent,” by Delacroix, 
Millet’s ‘* Wovdcutters and “The Spaders,”

ot Knaus’s “The Hunter’s Repust.” Rosa 
onheur’s “Deer in Forest’ went to Jor- 
dan L. Mott, and Diaz’s “Repose after 
the Bath” was secured by Edward Kearney. 
Edward 8S. Chapin, of the Stock Ex- 
change, got Daubigny's “On the Seine.” 
Fortuny’s “ Rose Va-e"’ was knocked down to 
Charies A. Dana. Alexander Mitchell, of Mil- 
waukee, the President of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul Railroad Company, was 
also present and added largely to bis already ex- 
tensive collection.

The annals of artin New-York do not record 
asale so extraordinary as that of the paintings 
belonging to the estate of the late Mrs. Morgan. 
It was known that she paid more than a million 
for them during the few years in which they 
were collected, and the quickness of their 
getting together, as well as the inexperience 
ot the buyer, made it nearly certain 
that ‘the Executor’s sale would entail 
a large loss. For to buy cannily it is necessary 
to take your time to it, and the purchases of 
Mrs. Morgan were so wide and in so many direc- 
tions that it was easy to foresee that she must 
have made a great many bad bargains, All 
these prophecies have been set at naught. The 


last of the paintings went under the hammer 
last night. Whereas the first night’s sale 
brought $171,200 and the second g 

in each case 40 pictures being solid, 
the 40 pictures dispersed last night 
netted much more than those two sums com- 
bined. Whereas the average of each picture on 
Wednesday was $2,140 and on Thursday $2,827 18, 
the average of the ‘40 immortals”’ last night 
was $6,099! Sucha sale of modern paintings is 
not merely unknown to New-York hitherto, but 
it is unexampled in Europe, save on one or two 
occasions when the accumulations of a lifetime 
of connoisseurship have been dispersed. 

To generalize most widely. one may say that 
the audience did not appreciate the finest things 
in the collection, whether one is to judge from 
the applause or the bidding. The first to arouse 
any feeling was “The Sentinel,” by Charles 
Bargue, which went for $12,300; the next, singu- 
lariy enough, Edouard Fére’s ‘*Prayer.’? When 
“Pills for the Saxon,” by Erskine Nicoll, 
was shown, there was some _ clapping, 
but “A Flag Officer,” by Edouard Detaille, 
brought out more. The audience was 
ready forsentiment in allthe grades and doses 
provided by the French and German goody- 
goods. ** Love Quenching His Thirst,’ by Jean 
Aubert, was roundly approved, and decided en- 
thusiasm appeared for ** The Hunter’s Repast.” 
by Ludwig Knaus, particularly when it passed 
$15,000. Four landscapes had the honor of a 
noisy entrance, to wit: ** Sunset after a Storm,” 
by Diaz; ** Morning,” by Jules Dupré, “ Lake 
Nemi,” by Corot, and ** Twilight,” by TP. Rous- 
seau. But none greeted the great English 
jandscape, by John Constable; none the ‘* Monte 
de 8. Jean de Paris,’ by Rousseau, and not a rip- 
ple was heard when the magnificent ** Sym- 
igen by Jules Dupré made its bow. This, 

owever, may have been neglected because it 
came on the heels of Vibert’s great picture, 
“The Missionary’s Story.” which was met by 
loud applause, leaped $5,000 at a time up from 
$15,000,and reached the,for Vibert,unprecedented 
figure ot $25,000. People were talking about this 
when Dupré’s masterpiece was shown; it reached 
$8,100. Pictures by Rosa Bonheur, Adolphe 
Piot, Perrault, Schreyer, Millet, (“* The Spinner,’’) 
and Van Marcke, (** The Mill Farm”) fared well 
at the hands of the audience, but Henner’s.” La 
Source” provoked a few hisses trom the easily 
shocked, because the nymph not only had no 
clothes on, but none in sight, and seemed happy 
without them. Singulariy enough, "The Vi- 
dette,” by Meissonier, was not cheered, and sold 
for $15,000, instead of the expected $20,000 or 
$25,000. -The grand surprise and excitement, 
however, were the struggle over ‘Com- 
municants,* by Jules SBreton, a_ large 
canvas, which is handsomely painted, par- 
ticularly in the bevy of snow-white damsels 
who march off taper in hand, and has various 
figures in the foreground, such asa grandmother, 
&@ grandfather, a sentimental widow, and a nice 
little boy. The sentimentalhty of this picture 
roused the audience to loud and countinued ap- 
plause, which did not abate when the price rose 
by leaps of to the sum of $45,000. 
For that other Anglo-Saxon quality, pugna- 
ciousness, had come to the aiu of sentiment, and 
drove the picture up, up, up—till the bead of one 
more good French artist was completely turned ! 
The struggle was between California and Can- 
ada, and Canada won by adding $500 to the above 
sum; “*Communicants,” by Julies Breton, goes, 
therefore, to Montreal; not San Francisco. 

Such prices as $45,500 for the Breton and 
$25,500 for the Vibert are simply absurd, if used 
to base any idea of their true value on. So is 
the $9,100 for Troyon's **Cow Chased by a Dog”’ 
excessive, and the $7,000 for Alma Tadema’s 
“Spring.” The unfinished Millet, ‘*Spaders,” 
was also dear at $3,800, and “The Young 
Wanderer,” by Piot, ($2,850) dear at 
any orice. The works of Knaus fetch 
such big prices in Germany that perhaps $16,400 
isnot too much for “The Hunter’s Repast;” 
let us hope it will go to Germany. Considering 
the brushwork on it, Vibert’s ** Cardinal’s Menu” 
on Thursday went high for $12.500,as didon 
Wednesday Bouguereau’s ** Cupid" for $6,500,and 
in spite of its beauty Troyon’s **Coast Near 
Vilhers” for $8,100, on Perrault’s *“ Young 
Gieaner” for $2,500, and Géréme's “Cairo 
Vase Seller” for $4,600. The same may be said 
of both the Leon y Escosmuras, the Verboeck- 
hoven, ($4,050;) the Neuville, (** French Cuiras- 
sier, $6,000.) and the Loefftz, (* Money 
Changers,” $4,100.) More than they are worth 
seems to have been paid for Rosa Bon- 
heur’s “Calf and Cow,” ($12.200;") Gallait’s 
“Young Mother,’ ($3,050;) Schreyer’s ** Arab 
at the kvuuntain,” ($3,100,) and red 
BE, Church’s “Al Ayn,” ($2,050.) On the 
other hand the two water colors by Fromentin 
went below the mark, together with his * Turk- 
ish Washerwoman,” ($925.) Louis Mettling dia 
not get his deserts, for “Domestic Interior” 
brought only $800 and “Street Sweeper at 
Lunch” only $875. Considering their number, 
the Diaz pictures went remarkably well, al- 
though the “Isle des Amours’’ is said to have 
cost far more than it brought. The Millets and 
Rousseaus hardly held their ground against 
showier, anecdote-telling canvases, and while it 
cannot be said that anything lacked apprecia- 
tion, it was plain enough that this extraordi- 
narily intent and intelligent mass of amateurs 
was not keen forthe very best, but for the sec- 
ond best examples of ard.

He wished his answers 
to stand on the ground that anything he had said 
or written about the matter was based on in- 
formation obtained in this way. 

It was developed right there that about the

He admitted that 
tunder the circumstances he might have said 

mething about his father that he would not 

ave said if the disagreement had not occurred, 
' “ But,” said Mr. Conklinz, * you don’t mean to 
pay that you would have made statements about 
your father that you believed to be untrue?” 

“TI might bave done so to certain parties,’ the 
‘witness said. ‘** At the time I was teeling very 
Pitter against him.” 

The testimony hovered for a long time on a 
aga of ethics as between Mr. Conkling and 

ir. Kerr’sson, The young man made rather 
Vague distinctions between what he considered 
dishonest and what dishonorabie. In the bitter- 
ness of his spirit, be confessed, he might have 
gwoue very far in repeating what be had heard his 
father say or had beard other people say in his 
father’s presence. However, the difficulty was 
ell beaied now, and, prompted by his father, the 
witness offered voluntary information that the 
trouble did not arise from matters in any way 
ronnected with the Broadway Road, but was 
Rbouta young lady. The young man was then 
Feleased and sat down by his father, both of 
them evidently disturbed by the direction the 
legislative probe had taken. 


WHAT LAWYER MILLER LEARNED. 


By this time the Aldermen were craning their 
fhecks toward the committee table wondering 
what was to come next. Some of them tooked 
very dubious when Charies P. Miller, his face 
bronzed by a sojourn in sunny Florida, took the 
‘witness stand and swore that he was going to 
tell the whole truth. Mr. Conkling turned this 
‘witness over to Lawver Seward. * I was one of 
the counsel for the Gibbs committee,” Mr. 
Miller began, " and was interested in trying to 
sed an investigation into the Broadway Railroad 

ranchise, which I believed had been obtainea 
fhrough bribery. Certain facts upon which I 
based my opinion came to my knowledge both 
‘when I was counsel for the Gibbs committee 
gnu before that, when I was counsel for the 
Broadway Railroad Company, in 1884. Since my 
connection with the Gibbs committee ceased I 
have received furtber information which makes 

e@ more certain than ever that there was 

ribery.” 

“* Will you state the seurces of your informa- 
tion?” Mr. Seward asked. 
' “ Yes: in May and June, 1884, I was retained 
iby John Cadwallader as counsel for the Broad- 
way Railroad Company,a new company organ- 
ized, which was opposed to Jacob Sharp’s com- 
pany, and which was trying to obtain the con- 
sent of the Aldermen to get a roadon Broad- 
‘way. It was at that time that I first beard 
gharges that the Aldermen were tobe or had 
been bribed. Statements were made to me then 
by a member of the Bar who was trying to get 
at the bottom of the whole story for hisown

dent that be knew the parties concerned in the 
bribery. He told me this because I was one of 
the counsel forthe Broadway Railroad as op- 
posed to Sharp’s road.

* Can you recall anything else that he said ex- 
cept as you have given it to us?” 

“ Hisexact statements I cannot remember, but 
the substance of bis conversation is as l-have re- 
lated it. Ithink he mentioned some large sum 
that bad been offered or paid to One man, but I 
cannot remember the amount now; some $10,000 
or $15,000 I know.” 

“Did he say anything about dissatisfaction 
among the Aldermen at the amounts offered 
them?” 

* Oh, yes. Heintimated that there were men 
inthe board dissatisfied on that point. There 
was some hard feeling. About that time 1 re- 
ceived other information that made me abso- 
lutely certain that there had been bribery. You 
have that information, Mr. Seward, but 1 cannot 
make it public here, I[t came to me as between 
attorney and cheat, ane I cannot give it away.” 

* Did Aiderman Waite say anything about the 
total amount of money that had been spent ?”” 

“T have no doubt there was a sum men- 
tioned, but I cannot state it now.” 

“Did he mention the name of the person who 
had held the boodle ?” 1 

“Oh, yes; the name wasjmentioned off and on 
during the conversation,” 

* Who was it ?”” 

“Why, Jobn Keenan.” 

“At the time an investigation into the fran- 
chise was first spoken of,”’ Mr. Miller continued, 
*“*several persons came to megiving me what 
they called facts, but which had very little sub- 
stance. I told Senator Gibbs about it, and ex- 
pressed my readiness to take it up on one con- 
dition. We did not agree on that,and I had 
nothing to do with what was subsequently said 
about an investigation. I did obtain informa- 
tion as to three or four different Aldermen who 
had large sums of money at their command, 
which had increased very rapidly within a few 
days, They had been able to buy property and 
various other things, 


“The information that made it most certain 
that if a new committee was appointed evidence 
could be obtained which would directly connect 
certain Aldermen with the receipt of money did 
not come to my knowledge until Jan. 15, or 
thereabout. I was confined to my houseili dur- 
ing the early part of January, but soon after I 
was able to reach my office Thomas J, Ryan 
came to me and wanted to know if I was going 
to do anything toward starting another investi- 

ation. 
and that another committee ought to be ap- 
pointed, and that the scandal should not be left 
to rest where it was. I said I had no doubt that 
the facts could be got atif the thing. was ap- 
proached in the proper way, : 

“He said tome thathe knewtwo Aldermen 
whom he could produce, and who would be pro- 
duced if another committee were appointed, 
who would tell the whole story of the 
bribery. They were ready to come forward 
and tellabout it assoonasa committee could 
getdown here. I said that it would do ail very 
well for him to say that, but how was he going 
to prove it? What did he know about the Al- 
dermen? He toid me tbat he proposed to have 
the facts brought out. He bad not been treated 


fairly by Sharp’s people, he said, and there 
hed been attacks through the newspapers at cer- 
tain Aldermen which he believed them to have 
instigated. It wasa question of partisanship 
between Tammany Hail and the County De- 
mocracy. Tammany was going to bring the 
County Democracy down or ‘get into its bow- 
els,’ as he expressed it. ‘The bell has been 
rung,’ he said, ‘and you may be sure that I shall 
get those statements for you.’ He told me fur- 


ther that it would be the thing for the Repub- 
lican Party to move for the appointment of 
the new committee, and that if the Republicans 
did not soon act a resolution would be intro- 
duced within a few days by a Tammany man. 
This turned out to be a fact. 

“I told Senator Comstock what had been told 
tome. I mentioned it also to Senator Hendricks 
and Assen hyenas, Robert Ray Hamilton, also 
friends of mine. From the facts I have stated I 
believe there was bribery, aud I believe that if 
an examination is properly conducted it stands 
good chances of success.”’ 

**Do you recail whether at the time of this 
conversation Mr. Ryan knew that the Frothing- 
ham suit had been instigated ?”

A CLUE TO THE ELUSIVE “ BILLY.” 


On Sunday, Feb. 7, Lawyer Miller started for 
Fiorida. It was the day after the present in- 
vestigating committee beid its first session in 
Mr. Seward’s office. Lawyer Miller told the 
committee yesterday this interesting incident of 
his trip: ‘**I was sitting in the ferry house of 
the Pennsylvania Road,on the New-York side, 
when I saw * Billy’ Moloney come in there with 
ex-Senator Hogan. There he sits over there. 
(Pointing to the Senator referred to, who looked 
very much astonished.] I followed them on 
the terryboat, and when they got to the other 
side Moioney passed just ahead of me to the 
parrow passagewuy where tickets are inspected 
before passengers enter the card, As the two 
men reached there Moloney Said: 

** Well, good-bye, Senator, I'll let you know 
from time to time where I go and what becomes 
of me.’ 

‘*** All right,’ the Senator responded, * good- 
bye. I'll iet you know how things go on bere.’ 

**] saw Moloney get on the cars and I asked 
the ticket man where his ticket was for. He said 
* Washington.’ ‘ Allright,’ I said, * that man is 
Billy Moloney,and he ts going off to escape a sub- 
poena from the railroad committee now sitting 
in New-York. You may see something in the 
papers about it.’ 

“There is another important fact,” continued 
Mr. Miller, “ that I forgotto mention. A friend 
of mine told me that young Mr. Kerr, who was 
On the stand just now, had made in his presence 
statements from time to time connecting his 
father with the Broadway Railroad business, 
and that he had seen letters from him about it. I 
have no more doubt than I have doubt thatI 
am alive that those letters were written.”’ 

Exit Mr. Miller with young Kerr looking the 
most unconfortable of mortais, and his father's 
tiushed face showing ming:ed astonishment and 
perturbation. Mr. Conkiing called the elder 
Kerr to the stand and asked for some more ex- 
planxtions from the account books, He wanted 
to know what bis check of $29,000 was used for 
on Feb. 16, 1884. The witness said it was to pay 
loans from the Pacific Bank. He explained, 
also, so far as he could, the purposes for which 
he drew severai other checks between that time 
and the following December. It appeared from 
the transcript of the bank’s books that Mr. Kerr’s 
total drafts trom there in 1884 were $1,247,2 
Several thousand doliars of this did not appear 
on Mr. Kerr’s books. Hecould give no reason 
or explanation for it except that he bad stock 
transactions which he did not want anybody to 
know ot. 

“In stock transactions,” said Mr. Conkling, 
““was it necessary for you to draw checks to 
your own order and get the money on them 
yourself and still make no entry ?”’ 

“ There must have been some reason for it or 
I would not have done it, but 1 don’t know why 
it was.” 

Another of Mr. Kerr’s sons was called—Fred 
M.—who acts as his assistant bookkeeper. 
There were 21 charges made to “alcohol” for 
him to explain, and which he said was on ac- 
counts credited to his brother, Jacob Sharp's 
paymaster. Tie entries had all been made from 
a check book according to date, the witness said, 
and it was a biunder that they were made under 
the year 1884 instead of 1885. it was remarkabie, 
he admitted, that the same blunder should have 
been made in 21 separate instances. 

The committee sits again to-day. 
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POOR OPINION OF EXCISE RECORDS. 

Controller Loew told his colleagues in 
the Sinking Fund Commission yesterday that he 
did not think he could furnish the Senate within 
10 days with a list Of warrants drawn in favor of 
the Dock Department, as required by a resolu- 
tion of that body. The Senate would either 
have to give him more time, or else send men to 
make abstracts of the records desired. TheCon- 
troller will use bis discretionin the matter. An 
application by the Excise Board for permissiou 
to continue the lease of their present quarters, 
at the Bowery and Bond-street, led to a general 
discussion as to the advisability of concentrat- 
ing ali the now scattered public offices down 
town. Mayor Grace said that the Park Depart- 
ment intended to moye down town in order to 
have a safer place tor the preservation of the 
records. John O’Neil, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen, remarked 
that it wouldn’t matter much if the excise rec- 
ords were destroyed, and the Mayor agreed with 
him on the subject. The matter was laid over. 


NEGOTIATING WORTALESS DRAFTS. 

Kessler & Co., bankers, of No. 68 Wall- 
street, have broughta suit against Paul Bechet, 
ot Paris, and through their attorney, William 
H. Townley, have procured from Judge Law- 
rence, in Supreme Court, Chambers, an attach- 
ment against Bechet’s property in this State. 
Bechet is a banker or broker in Paris. On Feb. 
25 his broker here, J. Sourin, borrowed from 
Kessler & Co. $28,075 61 0n the security of three 
Grafts on Andre Girod & Co.. of Paris, drawn by 
Bechet’s attorney in fact bere, Adrian Crucy, of 
No. 55 Beaver-street, and said to be secured by 
shipments of oil from this city to France. On 
tne 8d inst. Kessler & Co. learned that Andre 
Girod & Co. had refused to honor the drafts, 
that they were not drawn against oil or any oth- 
er commodity, that Bechet bad failed in Paris,

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PELHAM BAY PARK LANDS. 
—_———— 
COUNSEL FOR THE CITY OF NEW-YORK 
PLEADS FOR LOW VALUATIONS, 

The Commissioners of the proposed Pel- 
ham Bay Park met yesterday afternoon in the 
Liverpool and London and Globe Building and 
Mstened to Franklin Bartiett, who, on. behalf of 
the Law Department, made the opening argu- 
ment for the city in the matter of valuation of 
the land. Mr. Bartlett said that, tbe Court of 
Appeals having decided that the Jaw authoriz- 
ing the new Dark fs constitutional, there is noth- 
ing left for the city todo but to take the prop- 
erty required at a fair valuation. The Com- 
missioners, he said, constitute a court 
to take testimony and determine as to 
the value of the property. He cited a 
decision of the Supreme Judicial Court 
of Massachusetts to the effect that a fair 
valuation of property to be taken for public 
purposes is the price that it will bring in the 
open market when one party wants to buy and 
another to sell and there are no special circum- 
stances to influence the value of the A aad in 
question. The future development of the prop- 
erty is not to be taken into consideration. The 
valuations put upon the property by the owners 
and the experts produced by them to testify in 
their behalf are, he said, ridiculously extrava- 
gant, and if the property is taken at those vaiu- 
ations the result will simply be legalized plun- 
der of the city of New-York. Instvad of being 
worth over $5,000,000, as the owners claim, the 
property is not worth more than about $1,500,000, 
He said that for years before the pa 
of the act authorizing the laying out of 
the new park there had been so few sales of 
property as to show that there was practically 
no demand for it. In adjacent places, as East 
Chester, West Chester, and Pelham Manor, prop- 
erty bad sold at an average of.$150 an acre, while 
in New-Rocheile, the most populous and pros- 
perous town iu the neighborhood, property had 
sold at from $163 to $758 per acre. Toshow the 
extravagant claims of the owners, he said that 
Hunter’s island was purchased by its present 
owner for atrifie more than $100,000, yet he 
wants thecity to pay over $500,000 forit. He 
promised to prove all these statements by ex- 
pert testimony. 

Considering the property owners’ valuations 
in detail, he said that the Bartow estate, for 
which its owners want from the city $467,953, is 
worth only about $131,000; the Bayard farm, for 
which $445,987 18 asked, is wortn only $106,000; 
the Hurst property, $177,000 asked, worth $32,750; 
the Iselin property, (Hunter's Isiand,) $504,868 50 
asked, worth $175,000; the Jones property, 
$95,900 asked, worth $55,500; the Marshall estate, 
$236,834 40 asked, worth $88,000; the H. B. Mor- 
ris property, $146,764 asked, worth $54,800; the 
k. R. Morris estate, $437,426 83 asked, worth 
$187,000; the Ellen Ward roperty, $139,168 50 
asked, worth $46,000; the Witherby property, 
$120,082 50 asked, worth $33,000; the Wood prop- 
erty, $385,946 asked, worth $75,000. 


POLICE PROTECTING COAL CARTS,

THE STEAM-HEATING COMPANY HOLDS OUT 
AGAINST THE STRIKERS, 

The work of unloading coal for the 

New-York Steam-Heating Company was con- 

tinued yesterday afternoon at Pier No, 8 North 


River under difficult circumstances. A crowd 


of the strikers and their friends crowded West- 
street opposite the pier, and but for the pres- 
ence of Capt. Gastlin and a portion of the 
steamboat squad they would have assaulted 
the men who were unloading the coal. 


One of the first loads which left the dock was 


driven by a green hand. He had bare- 


ly got off the pier into West-street before 
the cart was accidentally dumped in the street. 
The driver, imagining that hethad been assaulted 
by strikers, immediatel fied. At 2:30 P. - 
when not more than eight loads of coal had been 
sent from the dock to the steam-heating com- 
pany’s building, the strikers discovered that the 
men who Were driving the carts had no licenses, 
The police were so informed and the unlicensed 
drivers were obliged to stop werk. While other 
drivers were being secured Superintendent Em- 
ery and one of the clerks each drove a coal cart. 

When work was resumed each cart was guard- 
ed by policemen, who escorted it safely to the 
dump, where more policemen were stationed and 
near which was another crowd of strikers. If 
any of them attempted to obstruct the work the 
police showed fight and they retreated. The 


work of unloading the barge was kept up until 
alate hour last evening. 

Representatives of the company said that they 
will be able to hold out against the strikers. If 
necessary they will complain that they are not 
receiving sufficient police protection. The 
strikers were still hopeful and said that the 


company’s supply of coal would soon give out,

LEGAL LIGHT ON BOGUS BUTTER. 
Benjamin Hiil, having been convicted in 
the Court of General Sessions of selling oleo- 
margarine as butter, appealed to the General 
Term of the Supreme Court. That body yester- 
day, in an.opinion written by Judge Brady,.de- 


cided that there were no circumstances in the 


case that made it necessary for it to inquire into 
the constitutionality of the law forbidding the 
sale as butter of oleaginous substances re- 
sembling it, but not made from cream or milk. 
Hill, the court said, had been convicted of sell- 
ing something for what it was not, which is an 
act of deception and fraud, punishable as a 
crime against the Commonwealth. 

In the case of Daniel Kerin the General Term 
also refused to consider the constitutionality 
of the act prohibiting the sale of oleomar- 
garine as butter. Kerin was convicted of a vio- 
lation of the act afterthe District Attorney 
bad conceded that Kerin himself had boucht as 
butter the urious substance which he sold 
as butter. his, said Judge Brady, in the opin- 
ion of the court, rendered the conviction nuga- 
tory. The question of intent was the important 
guestionin such acase,and the intent to sell 
a spurious article as butter could only be as- 
sumed after it had been proved that the person 
in possession of it bad used means to color itso 
as to make it resemble butter. There was no 
such proof against Kerin. 


DRUNKEN POLICEMEN ARE CRIMINALS. 
When Robert Kopp applied for appoint- 
ment as a member of the police force he swore 
that he was never convicted of a crime. Tne 
Police Commissioners learned last October that 
he had been arrested, convicted, and fined for 
intoxication, and op the theory that intoxica- 
tion was a crime they dismissed him. The Gen- 
eral Term of the Supreme Court, before which 
body the case was taken on a writ of certivrari 
for the review of the act of the Commissioners, 
decided yesterday, 1n an opinion written by 
Judge Davis, that intoxication is an offense 
against the excise jaw, and is a crime because 
the words * offense’’ and “crime” are used as 
synonymns by law makers, Hence, Mr. Kopp 
committed a crime by getting drunk, and his 
dismissal from the pollce force was proper. 
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TOO BUSY TO TRY EXCISE CASES. 

Excise cases have accumulated so rapid- 
ly in the Court of General Sessions of late that 
the Judges have decided to use stringent 
measuses to keep the dockets clear. While try- 
ing the case of Grandison Watkins, a colored 
restaurant keeper, of No. 145 West Twenty-sev- 
enth-street, on a charge of selling beer without 
a license to a colored boy, who acted as a sort of 
agent for Policeman Michael Casey, Judze Cow- 
ing said yesterday that in future ne would im- 
pose no more fines, but. would imprison in every 
case of conviction that came before him. The 
Court of General Sessions was too busy, he ex- 
plained, to try excise cases. Such cases should 
fo to the Special Sessions. He sentenced Wat- 

ins to one day in the City Prison. Jude Gilder- 
sleeve made a similar announcement in Part I. 





QUESTIONING MRS. VAN DORN’S SANITY. 

In the course of the inquiry to determine 
whether Mrs. Minnie Van Dorn, the deaf- 
mute daughter of Mr. George Pancoast, is of 
sound mind, and was therefore competent to 
enter into the marriage contract with William 
Van Dorn, her father’s nurse, Mrs, Elizabeth 
Pancoast was the first witness yesterday. She 
testified that she thought her daughter was in- 
sane because sne was subject to uncontrollable 
fits of screaming, and because by often remark- 
ing “I wish I was dead” she bad conveyed the 
intimation that she meditated suicide, Mrs. 
Lucy Schoenbrun, who has been the instructor 
of the young woman, testified that Minnie was 
in the habit of gloating over printed stories of 


marriage and elopement. The case will go on 
next Friday. 





BARVEY CANNOT HAVE THE MONEY. 
A decision adverse to the application of 
Charles T. Harvey for a mandamus to compel 
Controller Loew to pay him about $60,000 under 
an actof the last Legislature to enable him to 
build a section of elevated railway, not more 
than a quarter of a mile long, for the purpose of 
experimenting with improved motors and the 
means to make such a structure an ornament to 
the streets in which it is erected, was rendered 
yesterday by the General Term of the Supreme 
Court. The decision is based on the ground that 
the act of the Legislature is unconstitutional 
because it does not provide for compensation to 
the owners of the Jand in the street in which the 
experimental road would probabiy be built. 





SUIT AGAINST DOELGER, THE BREWER. 

A suit brought by Henry T. Richter 
against Anthony Doeiger, a wealthy brewer, is 
on trial before Judge Ingraham, in the Superior 
Court. Richter says Doelger intruded into his 
home and robbed him of domestic joy by de- 
bauching his Wife. Doelger says that Richter 
was compensated by him for the alleged injury: 
that he does not believe that Richter and his 
alleged wite were ever married, and that cer- 
tainly Richter did not support the woman in 
1884.

POISON IN HIS CHOCOLATE.

A PACKAGE FROM PARIS GETS A BOY INTO 
SERIOUS TROUBLE. 

Alfred Calvet, a French Army veteran, 
keeps a saloon and boarding house at No. 634 
Washington-street. Last October he befriended 
Henry G. Morin, a French lad who applied to 


him for assistance, giving him employment 
about the house. In January Calvet found the 
boy with a package of corrosive sublimate, 
which his brother in Paris had sent him. Morin 
promised to throw the poison away, but, as Cal- 


vet alleges, failed to do so, For two weeks, 
while Calvet has been illin bed, he has noticed 


a falling off in the receipts of the saloon, and 
suspected the boy of robbing him. 

On Sunday morning Calvet was seized with 
burning pains while drinking a cup of chocolate 
his wife had made him. Hetook an emetic and 
sent what was left of the chocolate to the Health 
Department, 1¢ was analyzed and found to be 
impregnated with corrosive sublimate, probably 
enough to have killed Calvet if he had swallowed 
it. Yesterday Morin was arrested. He said that 
he had no knowledge how the chocolate became 
poisoned,and declared that he had nothing to 
do with it. When searched atthe station house 
$3 was found ip his possession, and as Calvet 
had not given the boy any money while he was 
in hisemploy, he believes that Morin stole the 
money from the till, There does not seem to be 
any motive for the lad’s administering the 
poison to Calvet, except it was that he had been 
stealing and was afraid of discovery. Morin 
was arraigned before Justice Duffy, at the Jeffer- 
son Market Police Court, and was held for trial. 





ONLY A VOLUNTARY FOND. 


The General Term of the Supreme Court 


yesterday reversed the order of Judge Law- 
rence granting a writ of mandamus to compel 
Commissioner McClave, as Treasurer of the 
Police Board, to turn over to Superintendent 
Murray and the Police Inspectors, as Trustees 
of the police relief fund, the money in his pos- 
session which has been deducted by monthly 
assessments from the salaries of policemen, 
Treasurer McClave has held on to the money be- 
cause some policemen objected to the levying of 
assessments on them, being disinclined to , Bre 
in the benefits of the fund, and claiming that 
the act of the Legislature authorizing the assess- 
ments was not compulsory. The General Term, 
in an opinion written by Presiding Judge Davis, 
holds that the clear intention of the Legislature 
was “to create only a voluntary fund, to be 
made up only by persons who desired to avail 


themseives of the privileges and provisions of 
the act.”’
